R^solutions endorsing the Har- 
rison-Black-Pletcher Bill, which 
provides Federal support for pub- 
lic jeducatlon in the several states, 
jF^re adopted last week by the 
Princess Anne county Board of 
Education and copies of the re- 
solutions were sent to Senators 
Glass and Byrd and to Cwigress- 
mah Hamilton. Public hearings 
on the bin, which has been re- 
ported favorably by the Senate 
eommlttee on education, were be- 
gun by the House committee 
yesterday and will continue 
through Monday. 

Sidney B. Hall. State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, 
Is chairman of the executive com- 
mittee oi the legislative Com- 
missicm of the Naticm^l Educa- 
tion Associatlmi, sponsors of the 
measure, and he has urged such 
action upon all county and city 
boards of education in Virginia. 
Passage of the bill, which is de- 
signed to prmnote the general 
welfare through the appropriation 
of funds to assist the States in 
providing more effective prtwrams 
ot puMic education, is expected 
at this session of the Gmgress. 

One Hundred MUUm fkmght 

The bill provides for an initial 
appropriation of $100,000,0(K) and 
an increase of $50,000,000 each 
year until $300,000,000 per year is 
available. Funds will be appro- 
priated to the States to be used 
by than tot the sdioolsi The 
manner in which the funds receiv- 
ed shall be used for the main- 
tenance of a program of public 
education is left wholly to the 
mpective State Legislatures. 

The funds will be apportioned 
to the States according to the 
number of persons five to twenty 
years old in each. Each State can 
then apportion the funds to its 
districts according to any plan 
it may choose. 

$2.54 Per Penan 

The first year, $2.54 will be 
apportioned to each person of 
school age, which in the case <rf 
Virginia, with a total ot 803,820 
school children, would amount to 
an approximate ^,1M.000, with 
Prints Anne county's propor- 
titmate share set at about $18,000. 
This per capital fund would be 
Increased annually, reaching $1M

Enforcement of Law on High* 
ways Is Major Topic of 
Safety Conference ' 



The supervisors of Princess 
Anne county, together with such 
boards in all sections of the State 
have been requested to send all 
trial Justices to the third annual 
Virginia Statewide Safety Con- 
ference, to be held at Roanoke on 
May 17 and 18, by John Q. 
Rhodes, executive chairman of the 
conference. A special section of 
the program, directW^ Judge 
B. B. Spindle. Jr., of Norfolk, 
will consider law enforcement in 
Virginia as it pertains to the en- 
forcement of safety regulations 
on the highway and elsewhere. 

"One of the most pressing prob- 
lems ccHifronting us today is the 
elimination of accidents upon our 
streets and highways." Mr. Rho- 
des t(fpte to M. C. Mansfield, 
chairman of the county Board of 
Supervisors. t 

SaM Vital Problem 

"It is a vital problem, invol- 
ving the life, health, happiness 
and economic status of our citl- 
fcenry. Public donsdousneis of 
the seriousness of this problem 
has been awakened in 'Virginia 
during the past two years and 
progress has been made, but if 
we are to have rettsonaMe sue 
cess In our efforts alimg this line, 
we must have the cooperation of 
all the jieople of the Cmnmon- 
wealth who are interested in this 
matter, and particularly, do we 
need the help and cooperation 
of all law enforcement agencies 
who in any way come in touch 
with traffic violations. 

"No group ot i^iclals has more 
to do with Uiis question than the 
trial Justice, and they have been 
and are rendering valuaUe assist- 
ance In the enforcnnent of our 
traffic laws. It is of vital import- 
ance to the success of our safety 
work that as many enforcement 
officera as possible attend this 
cmiference, where a special pro- 
gram WiU be arranged along en- 
fwcement lines." 

Whether or not the supervisors 
would take any action on this re- 
quest at their April 28 meeting 
could not be ascertained this 
week.

FEDERAL CHECKS 
GO TO GROWERS 



County Farmers Receive $35,' 
000 for Assisting Soil Con- 
servation Program 



Checks totalling $18,700 are be- 
ing distributed to county grow- 
ers this week as a result of their 
participation in the 1936 Soil 
Conservation Program sponsored 
by the U. S. Department of Ag- 
rloulture, H. W. Ozlin, county 
agricultural agent, stated yester. 
day. Since January 1 of this 
year, he said, more than $25,000 
in checks has been received from 
the Federal government. 

Princess Anne. Mr. Ozlin con- 
tinued, is the first county in the 
Tidewater area to receive the 
payments for participation in last 
year's soil conservaticm program. 
Payments for Norfolk, Nanse- 
mond, Surry and Isle of Wight 
will be received later in tlic 
month. 

38,000 for County 

When all checks have been re- 
ceived locally, it is estimated that 
more than $35,000 will be the 
county's share of the soil con- 
servation funds. To date, 335 
growers have been paid out of an 
estimated 500 participants in 
Princess Anne. 

According to the county agent's 
recwds, there are on approxi- 
nsgte 800 real farms in the coun- 
ty, which number excludes all 
farms of three acres or less. Of 
this number, some 600 signed 
agreements last year to aid the 
Federal government in its soil 
conservation program, and all but 
100 carried through to comple- 
tion the practices recommended 
by the agricultural deinrtment. 

WUter nu-tlcipatfon Seen 

This year. Mr. Oalin reports 
not iMs than 700 farmers are 
expected to participate in the 
•1037 program, the majority of 
whom already have signed the 
work sheets required by the 
government. April 1 was the date 
tentatively set for the final fil- 
ing of the work sheets, but grow- 
en will be permitted to co<H}erate 
witlv the program if such intent, 
ions are announced within the 
next Uiirty days. 

The checks received this week, 
according to Mr. Ozlin, are being 
spent for seed and fertilizer and 
for the purchase of automobile 
licenses.

On Monday. March 29, The Su- 
preme Court handed down three 
decisions, not of major import, 
nevertheless, of much interest to 
the thinking elemei* of the 
lAmercan public. Ordinarily these 
decisions would have been accept- 
ed without notable comment, but 
in view of the drastic and, as we 
believe, unwarranted attacks up- 
on the Court by the Administra- 
tion, because of its many adverse 
decisions on "New Deal" legis- 
lative acts, the attention of the 
pubhc would naturally be directed 
to any decision that it might 
render. 

We have not seen the full text 
of any of these decisions nor are 
we .conversant with the cause in- 
volved, therefore, we can venture 
00 opinion of our own concern- 
ing them other than that we may 
rest assured they have been well 
digested. It appears that by a 
five-to-four decision the Court 
has reversed one handed down 
fourteen years ago. also a five to 
four decision, upholding mini- 
mum wage laws for women, en- 
acted by the"^tate of Washing- 
ton. The change of one vote on 
tlie Court reverses the opinion of

It is our very real hope that this 
season will witness a much greater 
number of recruits in the clean- 
liness movement that any in the 
past. 

The ideal of a clean and attrac-

The third decision was upheld by 
Judge Way, of the first District 
of Virginia, and sustained by the 
"Fourth Circuit Court, all three 
Judges concurring.

salary of a public school teacher — here In Princess^ Anne county a 
mere matter of $65 per month for nine months of each year — is less 
than that regularly paid to unskilled and common labor, yet the 
educational requirements of even the lowest piKltlon are comparable 
to those required by other professions which offer greater financial 
returns. And, fulfillment of the basic educational requirements is 
only part of the picture, for those given teaching certificates are 
forced to continue their scholastic training through the medium of 
summer school courses, which frequently consume as much as one- 
third of the salary secured for one year. 

Worse, unless the teacher-applicant is able to affiliate with one 
of the larger city school systems, she stands little chance under the 
present system of ever developing her position to the point where It 
guarantees economic security. She walks, for the' most part, a dead- 
end street, and those of ambition frequently shun the profession, 
however much Interest they may have in It theoretically, as though 
It were a plague. 

We dislike to lay .so much emphasis upon the returns for such 
service as a teacher gives, but it is our belief that the condition of 
Incompetence cannot be removed until the profession is made more 
attractive from an economic standpoint. When and If the salary 
scale shall be materially Increased, then and only then can the boards 
employing teachers make their selections from a representative field 
of applicants. Today, true, there are many expressing the desire to 
teach, but that is a condition brought about by depressicm and 
gradual lessening of the higher-salaried poslttmis. 

It is common to learn that this or that competent teacher has 
left the profession for some business cwmection. Often, parents 
are mystified at the change, unable to see any just reason for such, 
but the mystery would be lifted if they, viho in the long run are re- 
sponsible <or tn& schools uid their finances, would pay some atten- 
tion to this feature of t^ushing outlined here. It is the main barrier 
to the development of' an idmi public school system, and such will 
not be Aveloped unUl tlw barrio to low»«d and the teaching J<A 
made more attractive trma an economic ^xiMpobit. 



Richmond last year were pedes- 
trians, and we believe that there 
is a high ratio of deaths for pedes- 
trians in every other Virginia city. 
The fatal accidents did not occur, 
as a general rule, near intersec- 
tions where motorists have to 
exercise caution to protect them- 
selves, but at wide sweeping curves 
and on the streets and boulevards 
of the residential sections where 
they accepted the Invitation to 
speed. We know a good deal more 
about the motorist's 'reaction 
time" than we did a few years 
ago, and we know that even if 
he has the best brakes in the 
world on his car, he doesn't al- 
ways apprehend quickly enough 
and that the degree of speed with 
which he can co-ordinate his mus- 
cular response to the danger sig- 
nal, varies widely. 

We know, in fact, that when the 
motorist speeds In the city he is 
menacing the life of the child 
who may dart out from the curb, 
or the middle-aged person cross- 
ing the street. The Roanoke con- 
ference must tell us how we can 
act efficiratly to reduce the speed 
of the autom<AUe in the. city, 
where it is most duigerous to the 
pedestartm. — Rii^imond Times-

and vividly written book on the 
South is a matter of importance. 
On March 2Sth, "It's a Far Cry", 
by Judge Robert WAtson Winston 
of North Carolina, was issued. 
Judge Winston is already known 
as the author of several well-re- 
ceived biographies of Southerners, 
but his own story is much more 
interesttog than his accounts of 
the lives of others. 

The author has lived all his 
life in the Old North State, and 
he has observed men and man- 
ners with a closeness of attention 
that few give to contemporary 
scenes. The result is that we have 
to "It's a Par Cry" an excellent 
account of }lfe fh North Carolina 
from the close at the War between 
the States to the present time. 

The happenings of tlw unhappy 
Reconstruction period fuHiresent. 
ed with the vivid remembrance 
of one who was young and imr 
pressionable; indeed, the Reccm- 
struction has rarely been pictured 
in a more interesttog way than by 
Judge Wtoston. He himself was 
always orthodox politically— that 
is. he remained a Democrat— but 
memtiers of his family wandered 
from the beaten path; and the 
author tells all about them. In 
fact, the autobiography is re- 
markably candid, giving Judge 
Winston's thoughts as well as his 
observations. 

The book is full of keen char- 
acterizations and descriptions of 
people, and the humor is delight- 
ful, for all through tlie strain and 
stress of the trying years between 
1870 and 1900 ttie author retain- 
ed his hold on a healthy outlook 
on life. He was developed by the 
Reconstruction rather than mar- 
red by it. Without rancor and 
with vivid literary gift, he pre- 
sents phase after phase of the 
political history of North Caro- 
lina. He also tells his own story. 

A young lawyer without money 
and without practice, the author 
had "to i-oot hog or die".r1Vh» 
he says may be helpful to other» 
starting out in life: "Undoubted- 
ly, the most helpless of God's cre- 
atures is the young professional 
man, starttog life without money, 
friends or backing. Day after day 
and rncrnth after month, he sits 
and waits for an unappreciative 
public to recognize his extraordi- 
nary talents. But no one does. 
The old lawyers carry the ball, 
the young sons of Themis .stay 
on the sidelines an8 watcii the 
game. But I finally discovered a 
liole in the opposlnr team. T!. ,ii ;h 
the lawyers I was up a ;n:i.si 
were oratoi-s and scholars, ihey 
were self -centered and had that 
most hurtful of defects, slothful- 
ness in business. This weakness 
gave me my chance and I did not 
fail to embrace it. I answered let- 
ters the day they came. I kept 
long office hours, attended pub- 
lic gatherings and got acquainted 
with the country people, made 
speeches here and thiere and was 
always spoiling foi*xa fight. So 
spry and ad;ive wasl that TOm 
Clemaits, the Cteric of our Court. 



ta'xes a real lawyer to win a bad 
one." He goes cm to tell of a case 
he won in a clever manner: Mrs. 
Amis denounced the entire legal 
profession, myself included. She 
charged that the Court had turn- 
ed loose-ti notorious horse thief, 
and I J^ad won the case upon a 
teclmicality. Whereupon, my 
practice grew by leaps and bounds. 
The public seemed more eager 
for a successful lawyer than foi: 
a Sunday School teacher."

But, if you do not use a 
portrait attachment, be sure your fo- 
cus is correct so that the image of 
the cat will be quite sharp. Then you 
can mask out the surrounding part 
of the negative to obtain a big- 
image enlargement as In the plc< 
tures shown above. 

Remember that the typical physi- 
cal characteristics of cats are their 
whiskers and the liquid gleam in 
their eyes. The one needs a contrast- 
ing background; the other, It must 
be confessed, needs luck with the 
light reflections. If you succeed in 
revealing both, you are a good cat 
photographer.

"A total of 764 persons met sud- 
den death on the State's highways 
last year, and the newspapers, 
public forums and pulpits rightly 
voiced horrified protests, yet. diu*- 
tog the same period 1912 Virgin- 
ians died from tuberculosis which 
could have been prevented in most 
casn." 

This statement was made by 
Miss Leslie Combs Foster, execu- 
tive serretary of the Virginia 
Tuberculosis Association, who an. 
nottoceti that plans for a more 
totenslfied campaign to uncover 
tuberculusis by modern methods 
WiU be discussed at the annual 
meeting o^her organization, which 
WiU be held in Richmond, March 
31. 

"DMtbs from automobile acci- 
dents are appaUtog." Miss Foster 
said, "and I think every citizen 
ahould do his or her part to spread 
the gosrel of safe driving. But 
the economic loss from deaths on 
the open roads and streets is 
hanUy comparable with those 
froto tuberculosis. A highway 
fataUty does not mean another 
death, one death from tuber- 
cido^ iLsually means nine addi- 
tional active Infections. 

"About 70,0(H> pe<H>le die every 
year to our country frwn the dis- 
ease we are fighting, and it U 
startltog to know that 12,000 of 
this number are lietween the ages 
of 15 and 45~-people in the prime 
of life. The number of deaths 
from motor crashes annually Is 
placed at about 36,000. Most peo- 
ple are somewhat familiar with 
the latter figure, but compara- 
tively few realize that the white 
lAwue, which is preventable, is 
claiming twice as many victims. 

"In the United States there i.s 
a death from tubcrculosLs p\eiy 
three and one-half minutes. In 
Virginia, there is a tuberculosis 
death e\ery four and one-half 
ftours. Every five minutes a new 
ease of tuberculosis is diagnosed 
to the country, and every five 
tttoutes a total of $700 is being 
apmt on the hospitalization of 
theae patloits, an annual cost of 
aheoft 170.000,000. We have pro- 
far to our battle against 
but it cannot be said 
vletoty is to sight."

DeLaBarre lists some of the 
1937 Agricultural Conservation 
Program practices which may be 
of considerable value to wildlife 
if properly carried out. The crops 
classified as soil-C(Hiserving and 
grown 'on ^and diverted from 
soil-depleting crops, will result 
in full diversion payments; and 
furthermore, if the crops are left 
on the land, they add somewhat 
to cover facilities, and increase 
matrially the food supply, for 
wildlife. ** 

The planting of forest trees Is 
a practice that may earn pay- 
ment at the rate of $7.50 per acre 
when planted on crop land or at 
the rate of $5.00 per acre when 
planted on other land. Various 
trees suited to the region as the 
red cedar, oaks, mulberries, huckle- 
berry, hawthorns, wild plums and 
cherries, persimmons, and dog- 
wood, after reaching bearing age, 
yield important food supplies for 
wildlife .for indefinite periods. 

In these provisions for grain, 
legume, and tree planting, are pre- 
.sented a good opportunity for the 
improvement of farms as homes 
for game and other wildlife in 
combination with financial re- 
ward for conserving and building 
up the soil. There are two Farm- 
ers' Bulletins which will aid

Very often we read a bo(A that 
has as its theme the miys in 
which a chOd has affected the 
life of its elders to such an extent 
that they have taken a new in- 
terest in life— they look on Ufe 
as a pleasure and not as a drudge. 
Things of this kind are found not 
only in fiction: they are found, 
though often with variataiohs, in 
reaHife. It does not take a great 
deal oi^ study of sqcial conditions 
in any cemmunit^ to reveal in- 
stances where the Influence of a 
few boys and girls has brought 
about changes which were great- 
ly beneficial, to the community. 
I have in mind an instance when 
this happened in a rural section 
not far from where I live. 

Last Spring, the 4-H Clubs of 
this county conducted a commu- 
nity survey, noting the percentage 
of homes with radios, electric 
lights, running water, and other 
conveniences. I have learned, from 
reliable-^ sources, that electric 
light facilities,' were extended to 
the section mentioned above as 
a result of this survey. 

Attendance at Meetings 

I have noticed that the public 
meetings and Achievement Day 
progams are usually well attend- 
ed by the adults of the com- 
munity. These adults may be par- 
ents or friends of 4-H boys or 
girls, or Just progressive citizens 
interested in club work. But these 
people, no matter for what reason 
they may attend, invariably are 
inspired by the work of the club 
and go home determined to fol- 
low the example set by the 4-H 
Club members and improve their 
methods of farming and home- 
making. Many a farmer has un- 
wittingly followed the 4-H Club 
motto in trying "to m ake t he best 
better." 

I like to encourage fellow 4-H 
Club members to get the best 
livestock, poultry, seeds, etc., and 
to try to Improve their strain. 
This is not only to help them to 
make a profit from their project, 
but to show their parents and 
neighboring farmers the value of 
having a good breed. I khow that, 
from actual experience, farmers 
will cater to a breed that has 
proven its value. In my own case, 
for example, I started with a re- 



ant parts that 4-H members play 
in school and in other activities. 
I do not mean that every worth- 
while group has a 4-H Club mem- 
ber as its leader, or that all Club 
members make excellent leaders, 
however, I do contend that the 
4-H Club develops more and 
better real leaders than any other 
organization for boys and girls. 

As an example, the high school 
which I attended has an enroll- 
ment of about two hundred. Of 
this number, less thah fifty are 
enrolled in the local 4-H Club. 
y^B^, over fifty percent of the 
members of the Student Council, 
a Iiody selected by the students 
to help govern them, are 4-H 
members., This Council works in 
cooperation with the principal in 
making regulations for govern- 
ing the student body. I might add 
that the students seem to respect 
the authority of the Council and 
heed its measures, for it is seldom 
that a student is found disregard- 
ing them. 

One particularly important act- 
ion taken by the Student Council 
was the oi'ganization of a Student 
Patrol. This Patrol is backed by 
the local sheriff and the Tide- 
water Automobile Association. No 
member of the Student Council 
is on the Patrol, yet a fairly 
large number on the Patrol are 
4-H Club members. 

About forty percent of the mus- 
icians in the local school orch^ 
estra, known as one of the lieBt 
of its kind in this part of Vir- 
and an unusually large percent 
of the students representing the 
school in district literary events 
last year belonged to the 4-H 
Club and made excellent show- 
ings, furtlier attesting to the 
leading part that 4-H Club mem- 
bers play in their communities.

"Many yeans ago Sdward Jenner 
discovered that those n^o had 
cowpox did not contract sbmB- 
pox. That observation gave him 
his great idea to devel(q> a vac- 
cine. As a r^ult. he was acclaim- 
ed the greatest benefactmr of his 
time. However for aU practical 
purposes, to the many persons in 
the United States who in 1936 
contracted smallpox, Jenner's dis- 
covery at preventing this disease 
was exactly as if it never had been 
made. This again emidiaslzes that, 
where disease preventkm is con. 
cemed, it is not scientific know- 
ledge that counts but its abdica- 
tion." states Dr. I. C. Riggtai, State 
Health Cmnmissioner. 

"Vaccination is both simple and 
harmless. But the discouraging;, 
fact is that, of the total number 
of 1936 smallpox vtcthns. ninety 
per cent never had been vaccinat- 
ed, and eight per cent had re- 
ceived this preventive many years 
before the disease overtook them 

"In Virginia, where vaccination 
4s required for school entrance, it 
is significant that when (his 
malady strikes youngsters it oc- 
curs usually in those under school 
age or in those who smnehow have 
evaded the regulations. 

"Therefore, it would appear that

Ntinfber of Clear Days In- 
creases; Fair and Warmer 
Prediction for Mid-April. 



Seven degrees colder than the 
corresponding month of 1936, 
March of this year came in, tra- 
ditionally, like a medium-sized 
lion and ended on a note of calm- 
ness, indicative of an early qving, 
•ccoMlng td the montMy ineteor- 
ological report submitted this 
week by C. R. White, of the Cape 
Henry Weather Bureau. The mean 
temperature for the mmith was 
^tablished at 45.2 degrees, 2.2 de- 
crees below the norni^l^'mean re- 
corded for Virginia I Beach and 
the county during the'^7 years of 
record-keeping by the local sta-^ 
tion. 

High Reading of 76 Degrees 

The highest temperature read- 
ing recorded during the 31 days 
was 76 degrees, on March 25. The 
lowest reading of 27 degrees was 
noted on the second day of the 
month. Extreme temperature for 
the month of March since 1874 
was established at 90 degrees and 
the lowest reading at 12 degrees. 

No trace of snow fell during 
March, and only one light frost 
was reported on the eigbth day. 
Rain fell on nine days, amassing 
a total of 3.23 inches, the greatest 
amount of which fell on March 
15. when 1.43 inches were report- 
ed. Thunderstorms visited the 
area on March 8 and 24. In all. 
14 days were clear, nine were part- 
ly ^cloudy and nine were listed as 
cloudy, accompanied by rain. The 
sun shone for a total of 218 hours, 
58 per cent of the sunshine possi- 
ble during the mtmth. 

No Unnraai Wind 

The average hourly velocity of 
the wind "was 13 miles, blowing 
from the north, with an extreme 
velocity of 38 miles per hour re- 
ported out of the northwest on 
March 16. Normal velocity for 
the month is 13.7 miles per hour, 
and the extreme velocity reported 
by the station since 1874 is 60

A minimum public school term 
of nine months, the establishment^ 
of a fair salary scale for teachers 
and free text books for the pupils 
of the State are conspicuous 
among the planks in the platform 
which Stf^te Senator Saxon W.

SENATOR ROBINSON'S 
SPEECH 



Senator ^^obinson is a gentle- 
sum of strong chgjakCter ^.nA is, 
at course, a st)^g debater; ^other- 
vise he would(^not have beMi se- 
tected by hikdemocraticy col- 
leagues as the ffbor leaded of the 
neatest debating s^iety <if which 
we have knowledge.) However, in 
Ills broadcast Tuesday evening he 
did not seem t«r^have measured 
iq» to his usual standard. His ad- 
4K8S was ostensibly a reply to 
that of Senator Glass broadcast 
fhe evening before. His three- 
quarters of an hour was devoted 
to casting aspersions upon Sena- 
tors Borah, Glass and Mr. Justice 
• McReynolds, and an attempj to 
prove their inconsistencies. 

We listened in vain for some 
tangible reasons as to why, and to 
justify, the proposed increase in 
the number of Judges upon the 
Court, but there seemed to be 
none save the necessity of inject- 
ing different ideas in the Court. 
He did not deny it to be the pur- 
pose to so change the personnel of 
the Court in order to declare as 
constitutional acts already de- 
clared unconstitutional. He 
eliarged that the Court has as. 
«umed the prerogatives of the 
Congress by rendering decisions of 
pt^cy rather than that of law. We 
4lo not know if this has ever been 
4(me. None will deny that its func- 
tion is to interpret the law as 
tbey find it, and its history sue- 
gwts that this has been done. 

Of course, this Court is in real- 
ty an umpire between conflicting 
opinions and policies into which, 
in their zeal. Congress not infre- 
quently crosses the border line of 
constitutionality. It is quite well 
known that it is very difficult for 
C!ongress to withstand the pres- 
Mlte of strong minority organiza- 
ttons for class legislation, and, 
ntber than take the risk of oppo- 
iitl<m by such organizations .at 
election time, they will some time.

1922 voted in 1937 just as they 
did in 1922, while Justice Roberts, 
who took his place upon the 
Court long after the 1922 decision, 
voted for the first time on the 
question and his was the vote that 
changed the decision. Senator 
Robinson does not seem justified 
making the statement. He

In the fields of medicine, scientific investigation andv invention, 
in the arts and in phil^f^phy, man has made remal-kable progress. 
The atom, one time the Ism^lest unit Into which matter could be 
broken down, now looms glg^tic and slmplje when compared with 
the ion and the other newly^covered members of the energy fan^ 
Uy. The processes of manufacturing, of industrial development have 
made unbelievable progress since the turn of the last century. Dis- 
eases of the body, formerly regarded as incurable, are fast disap- 
pearing from the world, thanks to brilliant scientific investigation. 
All about ^ In our daily life are signs of progress that bespeak the 
vast intelligence which is the higher man. 

But man's nobility has not kept^^ace with his unfolding in- 
telligence. In his breast smoulder the same passions and prejudices 
as prompted the actions of the Neanderthal man, and. often, he has 
as little control over them. The professors argue over morals and 
morality, over the queer quirks of behaviour, debate the merits of 
instinct and reason, but man, easily aroused, throws off his cloak 
of culture on each possible pretext and reveals his animaUty. His 
head may strive towards the stars, but his feet are mired in com. 
mon clay, and he forgets his head, even as he always has done. 

The "Brotherhood of Man." given such perfect expression by 
Jesus Christ. Buddha and other figures in the spiritual history of 
the world, remains, for the most part, a doctrine to be advocated 
from the pulpit. Men of all races and tongues can— and ^'l^— 
recite the Sermon on the Mount as glibly as their ABC's, but rewT 
attempt Its^ractical application in their dally Uves. And. if this 
humanitx^Sannot be observed in the daily routine of the individual, 
how little chance is there that it will soon become the rule of nations 
in their intercourse with other nations? 

Sometimes, it seems, all that is base and Ignoble in life ani- 
mates and controls the men charged with the destinies of nations. 
Adventurers, modern pirates, swaggering propagandists and egotistic 
fanatics sit on the citizen thrones of Europe, satiating their desire 
for power and popular acclaim by means of the most brutal and 
ruthless tactics known to man. Unskilled In the fine art of diplom- 
acy, ruling by terroristic methods and holding their thrones by 
deliberate appeals to the passions of their subjects, they keep the 
entire world in a state of inquietude, passing along to their fellow 
humans the same thirsts as consume them. And, though we hold 
up Europe as an example, it is not necessary to go so far from home.

When Theodore Dreiser's "Sister 
Carrie" appeared and was banned 
in 1900, the opening gun was 
fired on the "Sunny realism" with 
which William Dean Howells and 
his contemporaries looked upon 
America as the land of the good 
life. No revolt broke out imme- 
diately. The main stream of 
American literature still didn't 
dare discuss sex realistically, sti! 
didn't dare question the culture 
based on money-making Ideals, 
still didn't dare urge the rights Of 
the economically oppressed. When 
the dissatisfaction began to find 
voice, the World War disrupted 
and turned aside its force, first 
with the hopes of a new civiliza- 
tion which it offered, and then 
with the sickening aftermath 
which we call post-War disillu- 
sionment. 

The revolt broke into the open 
during the twenties and was suc- 
cessful. So successful was it that 
it carried its objectives with a 
fairly good sweep — and like all 
good reforms it swept itself, as a 
movement, out of existence. It is 
this literary rev^riution which 
Irene and Allen Cleaton examine 
in "Books and Battles." which 
they have called an informal lit- 
erary history of the decade that 
crashed with the stock-market in 
1029. 

To run through the contents 
of "Boolcs and Battles" is to touch 
nearly all of the important facets 
of literature from 1920 to« 1930. 
The books of F. Scott Fitzgerald 
ncAably "This Side of -Paradise.' 
began the flapper era; "Jurgen' 
brought the matter of sex into 
impeccable and delightful prose 
Sinclair Lewis led the attack on 
the businessman's cultural ideals; 
Menchen and Broun founded a 
new hard-hitting school of criti- 
cism; the 'little" magazines, print- 
ed in all sorts of out-of-the-way 
places and under all sorts of im- 
possible conditions, furthered all 
sorts of literary and cultural ideals 
and shared in common only a 
complete contempt foi- the "bour- 
geois" way ^ life, In Paris the 
expatriates grouped themselves 
around the herculean figure of 
Gertrude Stein and listened to her 
expositi<m of the "new" prose and 
the "new " poetry. The Dadaisis 
wrote profound nonsense, the cen- 
sors fought to keep book-stalls 
"clean" and authors' purses emp- 
ty, the Agrarians began preaching 
their creed, the Neo-Humanist 
movement came out of the cloist- 
ers of academic life to halt the 
rising flood of what it termed the 
results of the Rousseau way of 
thinking. Fads, htemry and other- 
wise, mui^uxxxned ovemigh^-the 
HarltHu movemmt, the Charleston, 
tfioirt wrlUng, coaapanionate mar- 
The growtaig ooiMan for 




social Justice manifested Itself in 
the fight of the intellectuals for 
Sacco and Vanzetti,. Then the 

stock market crashed, and ended 
the writer's holiday. The prole- 
tarian novel began to emerge as 
the decade closed. The period 
moved roughly from Freud to 
Marx, but it carried the victories 
of the fight for the first to the 
fight for the second. 

This is a fascinating period for 
examiners jv'ith a sense of humor 
and a critical sense of the values 
of life and literature. The Cleat- 
ons— he is the former, managing 
editor of a Virginia newspaper — 
have all that. Making informality 
one of their i>bjects, they success- 
fully avoid the dry-as-dust literary 
histob^. Their book is filled with 
bits of Informing, often revealing 
and generally amusing chatter. 

We learn with pleasure that 
people who phoned James Branch 
Cabell were invariably told that 
he was shaving, and that visitors 
who called were treated tck "The 
Ravished Virgin,' a cocktail of 
Mr. Cabell's invention. T&ere-fs^ 
the story of the debate between 
John Crowe Ransom, representing 
the Agrarians, and Stringfellpw 
Barr. attacking, which brought 
out the information that the de- 
fender of the back-to-agriculture 
idea iiad never so much as raised 
a pea, but that Mr. Barr culti- 
vated his own vegetable garden. 

If "Books and Battles" has any 
faults, they are of omission, and 
deliberate omission, for the auth- 
ors rule out discussion of the 
poetry and drama of the twmties. 
Nor do they attempt anytlUng like 
a profoundly critical assay of the 
scene before them. But they are 
good reporters. The story of the 
twenties Is told in "Books and 
Battles" in a manner that should 
make readtaig it a pleasant recoU 
lection for those who ... re- 
member those turbulent days, and 
a most agreeable method of brush- 
ing up on recent history by the 
generation now becoming literary 
conscious.

The fanlotis gold cup valued at 
11,000 which must be won three 
times by the same owner l>efore 
becoming his or her property has 
been won by the late Mrs. Wil- 
liam T. I^tt, Middleburg and 
Washington and Sumner Pin- 
g»-ee, Esq., of South Hamilton, 
Mass. 

Tiie Virginia National, about 
three miles over the EngUsh Park 
Type Brush course. whicl\ was 
designed by William DuPont, Jr., 
was won last year for the second 
time by Oliver C, owned by Mrs.

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iron. Waffles used to be a daily 
favorite and incidentally a daily 
drudgery. First coals had to be 
prepared — the long handled iron 
grids had to be properly seasoned 
and heated— one had to stoop to 
pour batter, stoop- to turn the 
grids— sto(9 to rake coa^s— stoop 
to remove the -finished products. 
Then race against time and fre- 
quent chilling whids before a 
golden hrowned crunchy square 
pegged waffle could be placed be- 
fore the greedy appetites which 
never seemed to he satisfied! 

It is a fact that the waffle grids 
were on the hearth atone as regu- 
larly as was the iron "spider" for 
frying. To have waffles today (me 
cannot make it a drudgery task. 
An electric cord plugged in gives 
us the even controlled heat — ^the 
grids heated on berth sides over- 
comes the need for turning— the 
iron being insulated and attrac- 
tive in design brings the cook and 
the waffle cooker right to the ta- 
ble where one sits with great ease 
and ccmiposure, entertains family 
or guests and— cooks wafffles. 

But with all this, w^es appear 
very Irregularly on the household 
menu. They are not Just a sub- 
stitute for breakfast hot cakes — 
they can fit into any meal— any 
course in the meal. Let's take the 
waffle iron down from the top 
shelf and be mddem-of-modems 
— and here are a few old and new 
recipes and suggestions: , 

WMl^es / 

1 cup buttermilft\_— ^ 
'/2 cup cold water 

2 cups flour 

3 tbsp. melted lard 

1 tbsp. sugar \ 

1 egg I 

1 tsp. salt ^ 

4 tsp. bakhig powder 

'/2 tsp. soda in 1 tbsp. water 
Beat egg, add milk, lard, sugar, 
salt and flour. Beat smooth, thin 
the batter with half cup of water. 
When ready to begin to bake add 
the soda mixed in the water, sift 
in the baking powder, thoroughly 
mix, pour into a pitcher or quart 
cup and do not beat any more. 
Pour from pitcher hito the center 
of molds until half full; spread 
out with a spoon; close irons and 
turn Unmediately. Cook 2 to 4 
minutes, turn agahi, cook 1 min- 
ute. Remove the waffle and re- 
flill. Grease the irons for the first 
waffle, never any more. If made 
properly they will not stick or 
make any smoke. Do not have 
irons too hot; this causes them to 
stick. The irons should be heated 
over a slow Are, tumtog several 
times, getthig them ready to coiHc 
well. 

Omelet (Plain) Waffle (4) 
4 eggs / 

'/2 teas^n salt 
'4 teaspoon pepper 
4 tablespoons flour 
4 tablespoons hot water 

2 tablespoons melted batter 
Beat egg yolks until thick. Mix 

salt and flour into a paste with 
hot water and add to yolks. Add 
pepper, melted butter and mix 
thoughly. Fold in stiffly beaten 
whites of eggs. Bake in waffle- 
maker. 

An omelet waffle makes a deh- 
clous breakfast. Bake it until it 
Is golden brown and roll it up 
with Jelly, a sausage, or a strip of 
crisp bacon. Serve omelet with a 
cheese sauce for an unusual and 
appetizing Sunday night supper. 
Be sure to watch so as not to 
burn, or set Thermostat control 
for light brown.

''Dead End." which is ccHning to 
the Mosque theatre in Richmond 
on April 12 and 13, is the out- 
.standing dramatic success which 
has thrilled sophisticated New 
York audiences for over a year. 

The set, by Norman Bel Oeddes, 
brought gasps cH admiraticm from 
blase first-nighters. The\ tense 
drama. \xs Sidney KingslejrSpor- 
trays the startling contrast t>e- 
tween the luxurious life in a swan- 
ky East River apartment, and the 
sordid poverty existing at their 
very door step among the wharf 
urchins, who are the gangsters of 
tomorrow. It is a dramatic thrill- 
er that lifts the audience out of 
itself, and transpmts it into the 
hearts and lives of its characters. 

For the first tim^in the history 
of the theatre, an entire cast is 
eschewing professi<mal makeup. Ii 
this producticm the players co-oj 
dinate with the setting and 
writing, b(^h realistic, to such an 
extent that they do not make use 
of grease and powder to heighten 
their characterizations. They de- 
pend solely on their aeting. The 
use of make-up is traditional rou- 
tine in other productions. High- 
lights and shadows, rouge and 
powder are supposed to t>e essen- 
tial to the effectiveness of the 
play as'the speaking lines 1^ play, 
ers. But in the case of "Dead 
End" an entirely new lighting ar- 
rangement permits the thespians 
to appear as they are. and yet 
vividly enough for their beauty or 
their homeliness to register just 
as it is wanted by the director, 
Mr. I^gsley.^In the first place, 
no footlights will be used at the 
Mosque for "Dead End." This does 
away with the unnatural shadows 
which distort the faces of actors.

POTATO ACREAGE 
SHOWS JOEASE 

Faraers In AH States Plan- 
ning Higher Prodnction, 
Snrvey Reveals. , 



Potato growers in nearly all 
commercial early and intermediate 
producing states are idanning to 
increase potato acreage and pro- 
duction this year, it was reported 
yesterday by IMrector John R. 
Hutcheson. of the Virginia Ajsri- 
cultural ExtensiCHa Division on tl 
basis of a spring outlook report 
issued by tlie Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Econmnics. 

A 32 percent increase in potato 
acreage is intended by farmers in 
the cmnmercial early States, above 
the area harvested last year, and 
a 7 percent increase is intended 
in the commercial intermediate 
States. The intended hicrease in 
18 surplus-producing late-potato 
States combined 'is 6 percent, but 
no increase is planned in the 12 
other late producing States. 

The net ^ the planned increase 
in the vfTrious areas is a 6 percent 
increase in total acreage the 
country over. Citing the Bureau's 
report, Director Hutcheson said 
that with average yields the In- 
tended acreage would produce a 
U. S. crop about 11 percent larger 
than in 1936. Prices probably 
would be lower than in 1936, but 
higher than ii^other recent years. 

Average yields on the enlarged 
acreage in commercial early and 
intermediate ^tates would make 
available for market this season 
more new potatoes than during 
the first half of 1936. An offset to 
this larger supply is the much 
smaller supply of old poiatoes re- 
maining to l>e marketed.

HOW masy of you hare «■ • fami- 
ly posseasion photographi of 
aoWMi about town in tbe daya of 
bona ears, watering troughs and 
hltcUng posts? Not many probably, 
bseanss those were the days when 
•mataar photognphers were tew 
and far batwesn. 

Snoii photograplis were usaally 
tlia work of the pn^ssloaal ana 
thoBs that rraiatB today are mostly 
IB mnseums and newspaper oSces. 
Most of you without dottbt have seen 
tha published r^roducttons of them 
aafl •xolatmed la comparing those 
<dd'dms sceaes with the appearance 
Of the elty today. The horse cars 
bava been replaced by trolley cass 
and autobosses. A hone and buggy 
la the street Is a curiosity. There 
are new and loftier balldlngs, new 
names on the store signs, more trat* 
lie <m street and sidewalk— the same 
thoroughfares, but quite dtiterent in 
appeannce. 

These thonghts suggest that the 
amateur photographer of today, so 
well eqntpped as he is to take pic- 
tores, will find lasting pleasure in 
making a photographic record of the 
changing appearance of the com-' 
munity In which he lives. Pictures 
that are taken now oC etreet scenes 
and important buildings will become 
historic treasures in the homes of 
those who are now children. Some 
of the buUdings will then be gone, 
changes in fashion will give a curi- 
ous appearance to people photo- 
graphed tn present-day attire, and 
there will be many unforeseen al- 
terations that, years hence, will 
make pictures of the present scene 
iBtensely Interestins. 

But whether or not yon are In-

To he sneeesstul with 
these pictures, bear In mind fhat~ 
you will hvv to work quickly and 
quietly, attractbig as little attention 
as possible where peiqile are to be 
included and you must be able to 
take tn an Interesting situation at a 
glance. 

The ability to level your camera 
quickly and accurately Is partlcnlar- 
ly Important, as in most cases tha 
archltectura of surrounding bslld- 
ingi will show, and. If the camera Is 
not level, the lines will he anythtng 
but pleasing. 

The viawiHtint ot the camen Is 
also ImpfHlant Many pictures of 
■treet scraes show that Its position 
was too low. Often a good shot ot a 
busy street can be made from the 
steps ot scune public building. Inter- 
esting and odd views are obtained 
from windows ot high buildings, 
\ pM^ting the camera down. 
. •'When taking streets from the 
i( xurb, hold the camera as high as you 
can. Cameras with eye-level finders 
are especially convenient for this 
kind ot work. Don't take pictures 
when a fast-moving vehicle is very 
near unless your camera Is equipped 
with a very fast shutter and you 
want a picture of the vehicle as the 
principal subject. 

There is hardly a city which does 
not afford camera owners subjects 
possessing Interesting features from 
the structural and historical points 
ot view. In most architectural work 
full detail is essential, in which case 
the lens ahould be stopped down 
to the smallest opening consistent 
with the Iti^tlng conditions and 
shutter speed used.

Automobile owners in Virginia 
not only pay all the cost of con- 
structing and maintaining high- 
ways, but also assist other agen- 
cies of government through owner- 
ship of motor vehicles, it is pointed 
out by Colonel W. M. Kemper, 
Danville, president of the Citizens 
Road League of Vlrgtoia. 

Discussmg the contributions 
made by automobile owners to the 
economic and social progress of 
Virginia, President Kemper em- 
phasized that motorists may pre- 
vent diversicHis of highway funds 
by acting collectively through a 
Statewide organization. The Citi- 
zens Road/Leiffttai^^nK a one 
dollar mnnbershLp. fOT>fne two 
j'ears, offers sucn a medium for 
express^n of the\views pf those 
who ifay the road xSkes,/ Colonel 
Ketiu}er said. ® 

Non-cu- Owner Untax 

'•"The non-car owner pays none 
of the highway costs, yet he re- 
ceives the benefits of improved 
highway transportation through 
employment, through increased 
property values, and through 
quick access to centers of business 
and commerce," President Kem- 
per stated. 

The State gas tax of five cents 
a gallon and the State license 
tax provide the principle funds 
for building and maintaining Vir- 
ginia's roads. Federal aid also is 
extended to the various states. 
Normally, this a&ditfdnal source 
of high'way revemies represents 
approximately t"he Federal one 
cent gallon tax paid by motorists 
in their respective states. 
Supports Convict Force 

President Kemper added: "The 
Virginia car owner pays the cost 
of feeding, housing, and guarding 
the convict road force, to an 
amount considerably above what 
a private contractor would charge 
to' do the work done 'by convicts. 
Prior to 1932 the Highway De- 
partment received money from 
the general fund of the Common- 
wealth to help defray the addi- 
tional convict road force costs. 

"School boards which own school 
buses receive a gasoline refund for 
the motor fuel consumed to trans- 
porting more than 100,000 public 
school children to and from school 
twice a day during the school 
year." Col Kemper conttoued, 
"Improved highways have made 
possible larger school enrollments 
and economical consolidation of 
school units. 

"The schools also benefit fronj-j- 
the law enforcement activities d^ 
the State police, whose salaries 
are paid out of the highway fund. 
Under the Virginia constitution, 
fines collected from persons who 
are convicted on drunken drivtog 
and reckless driving charges go 
Into the Literary fund for the 
benefit of schools. 

Cities and Counties Benefit 

"Counties, cities, and towns re- 
ceive large revenues from the 
ownersip of automobiles, inasmuch 
as the personal property tax on the 
value of the automobile itself ac- 
rues to the localities. 

"The real estate tax on filling 



stations, auto repair shops, and 
automobile dealer .showrooms also 
accrues to the localities under the 
segregation law. Thus the motor- 
ist pours a golden stream <tf re- 
venue toto the localities, in addi- 
tion to paying all the costs of 
building and m^intaming the 
roads. 

"The car owper's gas and tag 
taxes are tax^ superimposed on

14. The report of this body will 
be submitted to the State Cham, 
ber and the final statement adopt- 
ed will be sent to the executives 
of all local chambers with a re- 
quest that they adopt it. 

All local chambers already have 
been furnished with a report by 
Major Charles J. Calrow, consult- 
ant-director of the Virginia State 
Planning Board, revealing the 
conclusions reached through re- 
search into the relationship of in- 
dustry to community needs. 

The State Chamber policy to- 
ward industry calls for an indus- 
trial program for Virginia that 
will revitalize farming through a 
balanced and coordinated develop- 
ment of agriculture and industry 
with decentralized establishment 
of selected and diversified indus- 
tries throughout the state; giving 
preference to and protection of 
Virginia labor and natural re 
sources against exploitation. It

The value of Virginia's annual 
crop of com is estimated as rang- 
ing between 25 and 30 millions of 
dollars; yet root, stalk, and ear 
rot diseases cause loeses of over a 
million dollars, or about 5 percent, 
according to James Oodkin. ex- 
tension plant patlMd<«ist. Com 
seed can be treated to control these 
disease, vOl a 5 to 10 percent in- 
crease in yield wwth wbrUng for. 

No seed com in general use (m 
the farm is enthrely free from di- 
sease, Oodkin says, and the aver- 
age seed com is ratjier heavily di- 
seased. Seed c(Mm treatment is 
practical, easy, and costs only IVa 
cents an acre for labor and mater- 
ials, y^ 

The treatment calls fmr two 
ounces of "New Improved Beme- 
san,7r.," an organic mercury dust, 
mixed with each bushekof seed. 
Mixing may bedone in an,ol«^ con- 
crete mixer, old barrel chum,!^ 
mixer, commercial treating ma- 
chine, or a hmnemade barrel or 
box mixer. For a thwough Job, 
the mixer should be flUed only half 
full of seed, together with the cor- 
rect amount of dust; close the con. 
tainer tightly and mix for three 
minutes. 

The dust is poisonous and care 
shobld be taken not to breathe 
excessive amounts of it. It is best 
to treat seed in the open. 

The "Virginia Box Mixer," easily 
constructed from scrap' lumber, 
easy to operate, and lasting in- 
definitely, has teen found very 
satisfactory^ for^^T^iting many 
kinds of seed. A sketch of its con-y 
struction, together with detaUs 
goveming the treatment of seed 
corn, may be iMd by writing to 
the Virginia A^lcultural Exten- 
sion Division, Blacksburg, Virginia.

Maternal Mortality 

"In Virginia during 1935 two 
hundred and ninety women lost 
their lives through childbirth and 
associated conditions. Qp a na- 
tional basis the figures reached 
the tragic total of nearly 15,000. 
These facts become particularly 
distressing when it is realized 
that at least two-thirds of this 
motherhood penalty coulrf have 
been avoided," states Dr. I. C. 
Riggin, State Health Commission- 
er. 

'•Never before in the history of 
obstetrics have scientific pre- 
cautions against complications 
been so advanced and sc available 
as they are toiay. However in 
spite of the improvement in the 
techniques involved and the fur- 
ther development of antiseptic 
control, the maternal mortality 
figures pathetically indicate that 
medical knowledge alone cannot 
solve the problem. 

'^For instance, childbred fever 
medically known as puerperal sep- 
ticemia, is a condition which may 
be far more hazardous than 
chUdbirth itself. Apparently, the 
gravity of this condititm is not 
sufficiently appreciated. Were its 
significance fully realized, the 
dangc^us practices of side- 
stepping maternity would become 
rare Indeed; and the deaths di- 
rectly attributed to childbred 
fever also would be corrrapond. 
Ingly reduced. 

"However, innocent or wilful 
neglect, generally spiking, is 
largely responsible for the pre- 
ventable maternal deaths. It is 
to be emphasized that the proper 
time for expectant mothers to 
seek medical attention is when 
the expectancy is first realized. 

"Indeed, prenatal care is the 
great defense against many of 
the conditions that cause tragedy 
at birth. Cwisequently, expectant 
mothers should place themselves 
under the supervision of a physi- 
cian at the beginning of the term. 
If this fundamental sa f e t y rule 
would be more generally al aai 
would be adopted more generally, 
the present maternal mortality 
toll could be markedly diminished. 

"As one ajfthority aptly states, 
"To cut the appalling maternity 
death rate, thoughtful and co- 
operative initiative must origl. 
nate in the home!" in other 
words, science has done its part, 
now the prospective mothers 
must do theirs." 



Marines Threaten 
Mutiny On Account 
Of Pageant Roles 

There's likely to be a mutiny 
among Uncle Sam's Devil Dogs 
taxless casting directors pr the 
series of vast military pageants 
which have been taking place in 
Virginia in recent years quit 
handing them the inglorious part 
of continually losing the sham 
battles. 

It began back under Oeneral 
Smedley Butler, when the marines 
charged across the fields of New 
Market a few years ago, rally to 
be turned back ingloriously by 
the beardless boys from Virginia 
Military Institute. Then came the 
restaging of the Battle of the 
Wilderness at Fredericksburg, 
where 20,000 people. Including 
half of official Washington, cheer, 
ed their retreat again before those 
same cocky youngsters from^thfe 
West Point of the South.

The last straw was when tliey 
received orders to appear at 
Petersburg, Virginia on April 30.

Federal lines beneath Confederate 
positions.

Terry Urges duwge in Line 
up of Streets in Area North 
of Ubermeer. 



A suggestion that the present 
system of marking streets in the 
area between Ubermeer and Fort 
Story be changed in the teterests 
of clarity and to avoid the confu- 
sion which now exists unoRg 
visitors unfamiliar with the Beach 
environs was made this week by 
Herbert W. Terry, Jr. Pointing 
out that Ubermeer ends with 
Fifty-eighth street and that the 
next numbered street is labelled 
One Hundred and First.

Tuberculosis contteued to ciA- 
lect its heavy toll of county resi- 
dents during 1936, accordteg to 
the report given to the Princess 
Anne 'Aiberculosis Association at 
the quarterly meetiJU^Id last 
Thursday afternoon aicKl Court 
House. Twenty-two deaths, of 
which four were white and 18 
colored, were reported during the 
12-month period due to the White 
Plague. 

During the last year visits were 
made to a total of 311 persons, of 
which 21 were diagnosed as ac- 
tively tubercular and six as sus- 
picious. Two additional active 
cases are being treated in the 
State sanatoria and two cases re- 
cently were returned to the county 
after a course of treatment.

Many of the children te the 
8ch<xA were found to be under- 
weight and ill. largely due to a 
lack of adequate and wholesome 
food in their homes. A total of 65 
children were fed during this 
period, and, a(H»rdteg to the re- 
port, the children gateed te weight 
and attendance improved. Other 
schools will be similarly serviced 
next y^r, if the funds can be 
raised by the associaUoo.

Woodrow Wilson conceived the 
<A a League of Nations. With 
llii country as a creditor nation 
and the balance of power which 
led to victory in the World War. 
be, as its head, became the domi- 
naat factor in post-war adjust- 
ments. He desired that the United 
States become a member of the 
league and requested the Senate 
to confirm a treaty to that effect. 
At the time, Wilsrni was at the 
amlth of his popularity, not only 
In America, but throughout the 
world, and perhaps no man was 
ever more so. 

The Senate declined to accede 
to his wishes, thereupon he de- 
clared war upon the "willful few"' 
and took the question to the peo- 
I ide, perhaps with the idea that his 
popularity with the masses would 
iDtftice them to force the Senate 
Into his measures. We had not 
tlien learned the "New Deal" 
facket of aproaching an object 
with a threat in one hand aiuA a 
tolbe in the other; the result, we 
did not enter the League of Na- 
tions and in the following presi- 
dential election, Harding was 
tiected by a majority of 60.4 per 
oent. (Roosevelt's majority in No- 
vember 1936 was 60.7 per cent). 

The Harding and Coolidge ad- 
mliiistrations, with Andrew Mel- 
lon as financial director, lasted 
eight years. During that time the 
eost of the national government 
was reduced from five billion dol- 
iaiB to three and one-half, the 
maximum surtax was reduced 
from 65 per cent to 25 per cent. 
the public debt was reduced from 
eighteen billion dollars to sixteen, 
the normal income tax was re- 
duced from 5 per cent to ^ per 
oent, taxes on autmnobile acces- 
■orira were eliminated, the budget 
was in balance with a good sur- 
plus, the country prospered im- 
mmsely, wages were higher than 
ever before known and farm prod- 
ucts yieUled a good profit, the dol- 
lar was maintained at parity and 
was redeemable in gold. Such 
wiMi the record that the "New 
DeaX" condemns for bringing on 
the panic of 1929. Few would 
Mmmmd the Hoover administra- 
tion which increased the public 
d^t fmir and one-half billicm 
diidlars, passed the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff bill, granted a moratorium 
to foreign debtors, and left an 
unbalanced budget. 

How about the "New Deal? " It 
INtm^sed to reduce the cost of 
government 25 per cent, that it 
would not cancel the foreign debt, 
that it would balance the budget, 
maintain a sound currency to be 
preserved at all hazards, a com- 
petitive tariff, extension of federal 
loedit to the States for unemploy- 
Btoit relief, the enactment of 
•vwry constitutional measure that 
would lUd the farmer, and impar- 
ttel «iforcemait of the anti-trust 
laws. The public' ought to know 
how well these promises have been 
kw>t. ■\

reconstructi(m. The laborer who 
receives $5 for a day's work re- 
ceives a commodity value dollar 
(tf only $3; one who receives $2 
gets a value of only $1.20. The 
fanner who receives five cents per 
poun4 for his peanuts, gets a com- 
modity unit of only three cents, 
cotton at fourteen cents equals 
(Mily 8.4 cents per pound. Com 
at $1 means 68 cents per bushel 
in buying power. There have been 
reversals and contradicticms by 
the Congress and Administration 
too many to be enumerated. 

Ralph Rober, economist, writing 
re the "New Deal," says that "Un- 
less one look closely, its program 
appears to be so full of inconsis- 
tencies, to contain so many para- 
doxies, that it can be explained 
in its entirety only in a general 
and perhaps semi-facetious man- 
ner. The President pledges higher 
prices, then pleads with business 
to keep down. He swears allegi- 
ance to sound money, then in ef- 
fect starts the printing presses. 
He assures us that the budget will 
be balanced, then plans a ten bil- 
lion dollar deficit. He encourages 
private initiative, ^en makes it 
impossible to be effective. He 
promises relief to farmers, then 
undercuts thfeir real purchasing 
power. He states his belief' in 
lower tariffs, then raises the wall 
of all imports 70 per cent. He 
assures small business men they 
will be protected, then makes 
monopoly easier. He promises an 
overhauling of civil service, then 
builds the greatest political ma- 
chine in our history. He begs us 
to look forward to a more abun- 
dant life, then curtails produc- 
tion." 

"The public," says the writer, 
"does not understand how this has 
been accomplished, nor where it 
is leading us, it merely knows that 
last year was better than 1932. 
To understand one must look at 
the program as a whole. Indi- 
vidually they suggest reform, col- 
lectively they are the foundation 
for social revolution." 

Since this was written, the "New 
E)eal" platform of 1936 has been 
written and Mr. Roosevelt re 
elected. The platform promised 
nothing more substantial except 
that the President's policies would 
be continued, and if legislation 
could hot be had under the present 
set-up of the Constitution, he 
would seek clarifying amendments. 
Of course this promise has so far 
been repudiated just as we should 
have expected. It is now proposed 
to increase the membership of the 
courts, which many think will en- 
able the President to control the 
same, and thus concenUat^^"^ 
power within himselfT''wcause 
Congress has so far functioned 
only as it is told. 

The sit-down strike has com? 
as a result, no doubt, because ot 
the President's urge, not perhaps 
in words, 'but by acts for social 
revolution. None can justify a 
sit-down strike; it is unlawful, it 
is the taking of that which does 
not belong \^ the strikers, con 
fiscaticm of the property of others 
and yet, the government, state 
and nati(»i, have pretended that 
they could not do that which a 
few Pennsylvania farmers did in 
a couple of hours. 

Has Mr. Roosevelt's silence on 
the question been motivated be- 
cause of Mr. John Lewis' reminder 
that he was the largest ccmtribu- 
tor to the President's campaign 
fund and that the C. I. O. must 
be allowed a free hand to do that 
which is unlawful? 

"Acts speak louder than words." 
Mr. Roosevelt's^ acts have been 
the antithesis of his words, they 
suggest a social revolution. Should 
he succeed, the question is, will 
we have a Capitalistic, Commun. 
istic or Fascist government? "The 
price of liberty is eternal vigi 
lance."

A TIMELT SUGGESTION 



When the Board of Directors of 
the Chamber of Ccmunerce, by 
formal resoluticm, urged that busi- 
ness men and hotel operators sup- 
port first their own publicity or. 
ganization before subscribing to 
other agencies which promoted 
the Beach as a secondary issue to 
their, own cotatlamitles, they of- 
fered a timely suggestion which 
we hope will be generally followed 
this year. In seeking such sup- 
port, there was no thought of 
minimizing the efforts of other 
agencies nor of seeking their com- 
plete withdrawal from this area, 
but, rather, a desire to see develop 
to its fullest possibiUties the in- 
fant organization which made so 
much progress during the first 
year of its reorganization. 

Whether or not Virginia Beach 
has need of a separate and dis- 
tinct Chamber of Commerce to 
work exclusively with this com- 
munity's problems is a question 
which finds most residents array- 
ed on the affirmative side. We 
who live here have no ccmimunity 
interest in industrial expansion, in 
the progress of shipping or in any 
of the major problems which face 
the averag^city. We are strictly 
a residential and tourist settle- 
ment, with nothing to sell but ac- 
commodations, recreation, exer. 
cise in unusually healthy sur- 
roundings, and a bit of history. 
We compete only with other re- 
sort developments, and the suc- 
cess of this community lies, not in 
industry or commerce, but in toyr- 
ist and vacation travel and trade. 

If that hypothesis is accepted 
as logical, it is reasonable to ar- 
ue furtJjexUiat our own peculiar 

iS m^^^ttriSKjaelg^ 
their own peculiar treatment and 
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operative fashion for the sole pur- 
pose of getting our own house in 
order? The. present setup of the 
local organization seems best cal- 
culated to produce such a result. 
In arguing for closer coopera- 
tion with the Beach Chamber of 
Commerce — support which comes 
bf fore that given to any and all 
other agencies— the directors have 
done no more than to point out 
the obvious road to travel. Wheth- 
er their suggestion will be taken 
to heart and examined in a sym- 
pathetic light remains to be seen. 
Our own hope is that it will, and 
that the local agency will receive

WlK^y opposed to the forced teaching oi religious creed ami 
dogma in the schools and the expolitaticm of any dngle belief, in 
spite of a majority sentiment for such, we are tocUned to regard 
with CMisiderable favw the movement now <« foot thrmiglMHit this 
county to add to the general educational cmrrieulum a course, or 
courses in religious education. There is, we believe, a d^inite need 
fw this instructkm, provided the study materia are kept strictly 
ncm-sectorian and the teacher remains an insGuctor and never an 
evangelist. 

With a decided lapse in regular attendance reported hy all 
churches in their Sunday schools and other dmilar periods devoted 
to reUgious instruction, a majority of modem youths are withmit the 
significant and n^eiiSitry influences which so regular^^ follow an 
understaiidhtg ot/hne bajsic teaching of all religimts. the doctrine of 
love, i^ charit^ Wheth ir they can or cannot get sHcag without the 
iretotions imposed by the Various sects (m other aspecte 

the broad f iekl oi roigion is a matter of (^;»inion, but there can 
be no question ot Uielbenefits to be derived from a proper apprecia- 
tion of, let us say, the Sermon on the Mount and St. John's famous 
epistle on the power of love in the #orIcl in which we live. 

Fundamentally, the philosophies here expressed are as importont 
to the unfolding of the future — andjve~speak in terms of time as a 
limited, rather than unlimited factor — as a sound knowledge of 
mathematics, chemistry, economics and political history and litera- 
ture. A civilization entirely mechanized and controlled by obviously 
scientific law, without regard to the intangibles of human nature 
and with no thought for the more noble passions. and aspirations of 
man, can come to no good end or produce anything of real merit. 
There must be present in all of our striving the softening influence 
which lies in the province of religicm, and a people without that influ- 
ence is a people lost,' even though its representatives gain control 
of the entire world. 



So, to prevent this condition of non-religion, which nnight in 
time accomplish throughit neglect that which Stalin would bring 
about by revolutionary edict, it seems necessary to provide such 
teaching in the public schools. HeretSfore. when attendance upon 
sessions of religious education in the chun^ of the family's choice 
was as much a' part'^^TOle. week's routine as attendance in public 
^ehMls, the need for this ctMirse was not so apparent. But today, with 
Sunday schools reporting a constant decrease in memberahlp ranks, 
it is time to give some thought to the purposes of the public school 
system and to ask ourselves wheUier a department of religious edul^- 
tion is not a logical part of its instructional in-ogram. 

Religion, which teaches the fatherhood of God, however each 
creed may ccmceive that initial source of life, also teaches the 
brotherhood of man. It places no false values upon national^ftlc 
sentiment, it believes, and strives to inculcate such a belief hi those 
who give ear to ito teachings, in the eventual triumph ot good over 
evil, and it pleads for peace on earth and good-will among men. 
It stresses the advantages of the good Ufe and, however much argu- 
ment may be presented to the contrary, those who have followed 
its practices and teachings have been foremost in setting the pace 
of our civilization's progress, in art, in literature, in the sciences and, 
in fact, in every phase of our daily Ufe. 



We cannot, as a consequence, disregard its value and unthinkingly 
relegate its teachings to the scrap pile as something unnecessary. 
Men may argue and support tl^ir arguments with data tending to 
prove that "religion is the world's opiate," that its elimination is an 
indication of modem progress, but whatever merit their words may 
hold, it does not deny the value or necessity of religion, nor argue 
properly agahist its basi^ teachings. They are merely attacking 
sbme form or ceremony, some exterior trapping, imposed by this or 
that creed or sect, the shadow rather than the sul»tance of the 
thhig. The striving for a finer life, the reachhig out for the attain- 
ment of an ideal, these things are as enduring as the world itself. 

And this aspect of religion we would have taught in our schools. 
We would shun, as a plague, each and every attempt to denomina- 
tionalize that instruction or to emphasize some sectarian belief, for 
these things would i^n contrary to constitutional rights and would 
Jeopardize the beliefs of minorities, not necessarily minorities in the 
world at large but in the individual community. We would have 
presented only those non-controversial elements of religion, and 
these, in the main, represent the bulk of Biblical literature. The

if, in these proposed classes of religious education, such passages 
of the Bible as the two suggested almve are studied, if emphasis is 
placed upon those elements of religion which teach the fatherhood 
of Qod, brotherhood of man and, in the event the classes are cqien 
imly to those who embrace a Christian faith, the divinity of Christ, 
without any attempt made to impose a sectarian angle, it is our 
belief that pmctically every county resident, both Protestant and 
Catholic, would applaud the development and hasten to ite supporn 
Here would be valuable tjpstruction, a course of study which prop- 
erly falls into the category of general education and suitable^lhere- 
fore, for public school use. 



Those who are spmsoring the course of study known as "Week- 
day Religious Educatiim^' for this county have given every indication 
that they are in agreement with our main thesis, that they neither 
desire nor seek the interjection of <^redal teaching into the course of 
study. The practice of such instnlption is now general throughout 
the United States and, in those communities where it has been prop- 
erly developed, men and wiwien of aU scsta have given it UUr ap- 



Strikingly enough, we of the earlirat reactions to ttiis i^qdy pro- 
gram is to be witnessed in the gradual decrease in pei^y criminality 
on the part of boys and girb of school age. Judges of Juvenile rourts 
in those cities, UiwoB and counties where the progrtmi is <v)erative 
have been quick to appreciate ite value in creating proper standards 
of right and wrong to the mtods of the students, and, while respect 
for the law and a dMire to avoid obvimu evil ways have not been 
developed in every child subjected to the course of study, the com- 
munity improvement has been gratifying. In this one lesson alone 
there is much food for thought. 



Without this balance wheel of ethics and humanitarianism, the 
educational traintog of the modern youth adheres too closely to the 
materialistic to give an assurance of a well-rounded Ufe. Ita accept- 
ance to the curriculum will All a necessary imrt of the youth's train-

SENATOR HOLT'S riATEOSM 



Senator Saxon Holt's idatform 
in his campaign for the lleaten- 
ant-govemorship is calculated to 
appeal to a wide segment of the 
electorate. 

There are tew greater needs bii 
the state today than a nine 
m<mths' school term to evety 
county, 'fair salaries for pubUe 
school teachers, and tree text- 
books tor pupils. The sdiooto are 
probably closer to the people than 
any other branch of tlw state or 
local govemmente, and to advo- 
cating a progiessive program to 
that sphere, the veteran senator 
from Newport News should strike 
a responsive* chord to the mind8 
of Virginia voters. 

Social security legislati«i is an- 
other important issue on which 
the candidate has expressed him- 
self. He favors this legislation, so 
necessary to an advanctog Com- 
monwealth. At the same time, he 
'is opposed to governmental «i' 
travagance and a heavlertM bW; 
den. \ 

In the matter of the pay-i 
you-go plan for road bulldinff,^

This is an age of expert testi- 
mony and specialized knowledge; 
Mr. A tells of bathtubs, Mr. B 
knows all about county govern- 
ment, Mr. C writes definitively of 
modem sculpture, and so <ni. But 
few of us have the power or the 
time to integrate these or similar 
highly categorised pieces of iU' 
formation )iiC6~t^\cdierent pat' 
tem of life. Yet th^^ what the 
English authOT, J. B?Nltiiestley, 
accomplishes when he launches 
into "an excursion Into autoUog. 
raphy during a winter in America, 
1935-36," which is published under 
the titie of "Midnight on 
Desert." 

In search of health for his fam- 
ily, change and stimulation, Mr. 
Priestley came to spend the win- 
ter in Arizona and from that dis- 
tant perspective write a novel of 
London. He takes u8<Hie. evening 
toward midnight into his Uttle 
work-cottage on tne edge of an 
Arizona desert. He has determ- 
ined to bum a portion of hto new 
book, hut before he sets about the 
unwelcmne task of destruction, lie 
sits down to take stock of iUmself 
and his Journey to America. These 
meditations form the stuff of 
"Midnight on the Desert"; the 
situatlfMi explains the title. 

It is a large field Mr. Priestley's 
mind travels over. He writes of 
the cultural arts in America, of 
big business and of cceducation, 
of tlie position of the creative 
mind in tliis industrial civiliza- 
tion, of American government and 
crime, and of American engineer- 
ing. Mr. Priestley shows deep in- 
sight into tlie essence of America's 
achievement by his words aimut 
our engineering exploits: "Boulder 
Dam is something more than a 
vast utilitarian device, a super- 
gadget. Enchanted by its clean, 
functional lli\es and at the same 
time awed by its colo»al size, you 



a man writing about a scene to 
which he himself does not belong. 
And though Mr. Priestley rambles 
through a great variety of tivlcs 
under the impulse[ of several 
moods, there is a constant factor 
in hii book. This is his own per. 
sonality through-^ich, of course, 
all his views ate filtered. It is 
impossible to read "Midnight on 
the Desert" without learning much 
about Mr. Priestley's character; 
this is the matrix which serves 
to integrate the roving band of 
his meditations into some sort of 
understandable whole. 

Occasionally Mr. Priestley goes 
off the deep end with gusto and 
contemplates the universe and the 
fourth dimension. Or, aga^ he 
phis down an American laowcape 
with a sharply turned, terse de- 
scription. Of the Aituma desert 
he writes: "The New World! It 
seemed to me the oldest country 
I had ever seen, the real antique 
land, first cousin to the moon. 
Brown, b«iy, sapless, like an old 
man's hand. The giant Sagimro 
cactus, standing like a senUnd on 
every knoll, was not on the look- 
out for us, had not heard of us 
yet. still waited for the trampling 
dhiosaurs. There is no history 
here becaues history Is too recent. 
This country is geology by day 
and astronmny at night." 

The author lays no claim to any 
final authoritative knowledge 
about a single one of the tcvics 
which crowd his pages. As an 
Englishman, he recognizes that 
some of his observations about 
America may be based on insuf- 
ficient evidence. Yet it is these 
very facts that lend "Midnight on 
the Desert" its most compelling 
power. Though, naturally enough, 
no one is likely to agree with all 
Mr. Priratley says, there will be 
few who will not be constantly 
stimulated by hb criticisms. It b 
interesting to tliink that perhaps 
U,hb single venture into the per- 
sonal essay by an outstanding 
noveibt may be considered the 
foremost of hb bodes.

Virginia Dare. Paul Green, whose 
play "In Abraham's Bosom" won 
the Pulitzer Prize in 1927, has 
written "The Lost Colony." This 
dramatic pageant will tell poig- 
nantly the tragic story of Sir 
Walter Raleigh's effort at coloniz- 
ing Virginia, the first extensive 
attempt at stabilizing New World 
development. 

200 In Cast 

Almost two hundred actors, pro- 
fessional and amateur, will be di- 
tiected in this pageant by Profes- 
sor Frederick H. Koch, also of the 
University of North Carolina and 
father «f America's Uttle Theatre 
movement. Against the authentic 
background of Fort Raleigh on 
Roanoke Island, N. C.. <m a 
specially constructed stage, utiliz- 
ing scenically the waters of Roa- 
noke Sound, Paul Green's lines 
and action will be the feature of 
a celebration extending from July 
4 to Sleptember 6. Labor Day, and 
reaching its climax on August 18, 
the birthday of Virginia Dare. 
This work will be presented sev- 
eral times each week. 

Basing his play on the mystery 
shrouding the disappearance of 
Sir Walter's colony, during the 
absence of Its leader. Governor 
White, Professor Green takes is- 
sue with the contention of some 
historians that this first colcmy. 
started in 1587. was ultimately 
assimilated into the Croatan Indi- 
ans. The playwright stated this 
emphatically while visiting Roa- 
noke Island in his search for ma- 



became of the Lost CMony w(m't 
fall in line with the generally ac- 
cepted theory of the Croatan Indi- 
ans." Chiefly the play win be 
concerned with the empire build- 
ing visi<m whteh motivated Sir 
Walter, the adventurous favorite 
at that tim« of Queen Elizabeth. 
But Professor Green has not re- 
vealed as yet his personal solution 
of the greatest American Histori- 
cal mystery. 

New Buildings Began 

Four new^ buildings in the re- 
storation program of Fort Raleigh 
are now under construction as a 
part of the extensive preparations 
for the reception of thousands of 
historically-minded tourists who 
are already inquiring concerning 
the celebratiMi. These will in- 
crease the number of restored 
buildings to sixteen which includes 
the fort itself and an Anglican 
chapel where services are now 
held each Sunday. 

Many notable Virginia families 
have conf-lbuted colonial relics 
to the museum of Vlrglnlanna 
which Is being established at Fbrt 
Raleigh as a feature of the re- 
storation program. Here, too, will 
be housed the drawings of John 
White, first governor, which have 
been recovered frtmi England 
where he took them on the voy- 
age intended to Interest others in 
the colonization project. 

The President of the United 
States, the governors of the forty- 
eight states, and other nationally 
distinguished men Mid women 
have been hivited to participate 
in this commemoration of a most 
significant historical event. A 
number of these have signified 
their intention of being present.

AAA PLAN AIDS 
FRUIT GROWERS 

Commercial Orcfiards Includ- 
ed in New 1937 Soil Con- 
servation Program. 



\ Farmers operating commercial 
oft^irds will find that the 1937 
Agriculture Conservation Program 
offers an oppwtunity for improv. 
ing orchard land and for earning 
payments to assist in defraying 
the costs of conserving or building 
up the soil, J. R/uutchesot^ direc- 
tor of the^Virginia Agricultural 
Extension Division, announces. 

Pulsion is made In the 1937 
program whereby orchardists may 
build up organic matter in the 
soil. Improve its condition and 
moisture-holding capacity, pre- 
vient erosion, and, at the same 
time, qualify for payments. A soil 
building allowance will be estab- 
lished for each farm. This allow- 
ance is the maximum amount for 
which payment may be made for 
carrying out soil-building practices 
on the farm. 

Fajrments Listed 

On flkrms eligible to earn a di- 
version payment, the scrfl-lHiilding 
allowance will include $1 for each 
acre in the minflmim soil-conserv- 
ing acreage. On larmsnot eligi- 
ble to earn a diverslop ^yment, 
the allowance will include 75 cents 
for each acre of cr<«ilfuid, or |1 



for each acre in the minimum soil- 
conserving acreage for the farm, 
whichever is larger. 

Of particular interest is the fact 
that the soil-building ' allowance 
for any farm also will include $1 
for each acre Of commercial orch- 
ards on the farm on January 1, 
1937. The approved soil-building 
practices which may be carried 
out by orchardists in earning the 
soil-building allowance for the 
farm include seeding approved 
seeds of legumes and perennial 
grasses, and clipping or disking 
certain specified crops and liv- 
ing them on the land. 

Practices of special interest to 
the orchard farmer also include 
the application of specified quant- 
ities of ground limestone, or super- 
phosphate, or superphosphate and 
potash, or air-dry mulching ma- 
terial. ^ 

Payments for diversion of acre- 
age from soil-depleting to soil- 
conserving crops may also be 
earned on farms having commer- 
cial orfc^iards the same as on other 
farms. The rates of payment for 
diverting from general soil-deplet- 
ing crops to soil-conserving crops 
will average $9 per acre for the 
United States, varied among farms 
in accordance with the produc 
tivity of the land.

ROLLER-SKATING 
CAUTION URGED 



Appeal fbr Safety on-Jligh- 
ways Made in AAA Poster 
Distributed This Month. 



"Virginia should join in the pro- 
gressive mov«nent rapidly gain- 
ing mmnentum in otMr states of 
checking raids on highway funds 
for non-hl^way purposes by state 
C(»istituti(mal ammdments," it 
was said this week by E. A. Kyhn, 
secretary <rf the Virginia Petro- 
leum Industries C<Mnmittee, ii) 
commenting <m highway-user 
legislatitm expected at the 1933 
session of the General ^sembly 
next January. 

"The voters of Alabama, Colo- 
rado, Maine, Missouri, Kansas nnd 
Massachusetts have so amended 
their state constituticms and the 
proposal is now up before several 
of the forty-three state legisla- 
tures in session thii year through- 
out the country," Mr. Kyhn point- 
ed out, adding, "our Committee 
has consistently urged this legis- 
lation in Virginia, and when High- 
way Commissioner Shirley en- 
dorsed this idea last Septcfmber, 
it was immediately approved by 
various farm and motorist organi- 
zations throughout the State. 
IHversiMi Condemned 

Mr. Kyhn condemned diversion, 
stating that it was unsound gov- 
ernment financing to tax the 
highway users as a separate and 
distinct class for the general sup- 
port of government. "The motor- 
ists accepted the gasoUne tax 
gladly as a fair means of building 
and maintaining the highways 
they themselves use, and feeltog 
the need to be urgent, they accept- 
ed a high rate of taxation on their 
gasoline to expedite the construc- 
tion of a state system. However 
the ease and apparently painlessr 
manner in which the gasoline tax 
is collected has tempted hard 
pressed legislative bodies to over- 
look these facts and use the funds 
for purposes not related to high- 
ways. 

"There |^11, in all probabiUty, 
be more and better organized raids 
on the road fund next January," 
Mr. Kyhn added, "and Virginia 
motorists should militantly de- 
mand a constitutional amendment 
immediately in order to insure the 
completion of the Virginia high- 
way system, an adequate main- 
tenance of same, and a well de- 
served reduction at the earliest op. 
portunlty."

The: hotbed is UBeful only to the 
gardener who must save time 
and procure earlier v^etables. j 
A "hotbed" properly eonstrueted 
lives up to it! aame. ThereforeT 
where climates are not severe, d 
cold frame rather than a hotbe^ 
should be employed, for with the 
manure bed of the latter the tem- 
perature would become too warm 
tor seedlings. The cold frame is 
asefttl for wintering over small 
plants, also for hardening off plants 
from a hothed. 

A hotbed three by six feet .Is 
suitable for the avera^ home gl^ 
den. F^r timber, one-inch cypress 
or yellow pine Is recommended. The 
backboard should be 14 Inches wide, 
the front 10; end boards must be 
cut to Ht front and back measure- 
nents. 

Board ends nay be painted to 
procure a seal. Screws should be 
used to fasten the frame pieces It It 
nay be desired later to uke It apart 
tor storiac away. Pointed stakes.

Money uid Health 

"During the last thirty yeara, 
living standards for the average 
citizen have improved greatly. In- 
deed, many of the commonplace 
features now associated with daily 
existence either were unknown 
three decades ago or were enjoyed 
only by a few. Medical science also 
has made great strides during this 
highly progressive period", states 
Dr. I. C. Rlggin, State Health

For example, school medical 
inspection was inaugurated in 
1894. Diphlheria antitoxin was 
first distributed by a city in the 
same year.

COUNCIL REVISES 
TOWN UCENSES 



Use of Bicycles on BoardwaHi 
Prohibited; Changes Made 
In Local Taxes. 



Revision of license fees and an 
ordinance prohibiting bicycle-rid- 
ing on the boardwalk between the 
hours of 7 a. m. and 7 p. m. 
from June 1, through September 
15, were discui^sed and approved 
on the first reading at a special 
meetillg of the Tgwn-Council held 
last week-end. ^ Pinal considera- 
tion of the measures will occupy 
the session of the council called 
for Monday night. No opposition 
to the ordinances was expressed 
at the special session. 

Among the licenses either rai^ 
or imposed for the first time are 
listed the following: 

Rentable hotel and cottage 
rooms used by transients this sea- 
son will be taxed $3 per room, 
an increase of 50 per cent over 
the rate In effect last year. The 
maximum hotel license, a blanket 
tax for all commercial activities 
sponsored on the premises, was 
increased frwn $500 to $750 by 
councilmanic action. 

The maximum merchant's li- 
cense was raised from $100 to 
$150. 

Banks, which previously paid 
no town license tax, will be sub- 
ject to a $10 annual levy. 

Motoritcd Mvslc Hit 

"Motorized music" for adver- 
tising purposes, whiCh drew a 
flood of complaints from resi- 
dents and visitors alike last sum- 
mer, drew a prohibitive tax of 
$500 per vehicle used for adver- 
tising purposes. It Is the thought 
of those sponsoring this iton in 
the license classification that the 
tax will elimhiate this brand of 
nuisance from town streets during 
the summer. 

There was no increase in the 
license for amusement parks, but 
the $760 tax wiU not include this 
year, as in the mst, the bicycle- 
for-hire ctmcnuitm, which for- 
merly was included to the blanket 
tax. 

A lic^tse tax or $50 was fixed 
for skating rinks and bowling al- 
lies, two of which are planned 
for the coming season. 

Plumbers licenses were reduced 
from $50 to $35 to accwdanra 
with the Norfcdk license for 
plumbers to equalise competititm 
between city and town. 

TVuck operatora, formerly 
charged $30 per year for any 
number of vehictes, now wiU pay 
an individual tax irf $10 per 
truck.

man of the ABC Board. 

Replying to the local attor- 
ney's letter, which he described 
as a "thtaly veiled ^tbrcSat," Mr. 
Frazier assured the licensees that 
the board would assist them in 
determintog the propriety of its 
Sunday prohiMtion order and des- 
ignated next Monday as the date 
for a hearing on the complaint. 
The hearing, however, he contin- 
ued, must be limited to the pro- 
priety and reiisonableness of the 
regulation, for, he said, "the 
board does not feel tTiat it is Its 
duty to pass upon the validity 
of the regulation." 

Statistics Studied 

Mr. Frazier also stated that the 
board had no totention of alter- 
ing its regulation until the ef- 
fects of the prohibition could be 
weighed statistically In respect to 
drunkenness, drunken driving and 
gmeral ^isoi^ri^ Tb^s> informa- 
tion is expected to be available 
shortly, he continued, and the 
board would then take such ac- 
tion as seemed advisable after a 
consideration of the figures in- 
cluded in the report. 

Mr. Ashbum contended that the

Historic CapeHenry Lighthouse 
Open toPublicDhring Weekend 

Visitors to Annual Pilsrimage Will Be Given Opportunity 
To Inspect Oldest Beacon Established by the Federal 
Government on the Atlantic Coast. 



The historic Cape Henry light 
hf^ise, the first beacon to be 
erected by the United States Gov- 
ernment on the Atlantic Coast, 
will be open to visitors to the 
annual Cape Henry Pilgrimage to- 
morrow and Sunday, according to 
word received this week from the 
Norfolk branch of the Association 
for the Preservation of Vlrgtoia 
Antiquities, owners of the light- 
house property. The occasion of 
the Pilgrimage is the only time 
during the year that the struc- 
ture is opened for public inspec- 
tion. 

Visiting hours will be as fol- 
lows: Saturday, from 3-5:30 p. 
m.. and Sunday, from^ll a. m. 
to 1 p. m., and trmn 3-i 
A small charge will be 
the inspection tour, and 
so received will be used for 
sary repairs. 

Completed in 1701 

The completion of the struc- 
ture in 1791 under the auspices 
of the Federal Government 
marked the end of a 4ong series 
of efforts on the part of the 
States <rf Virginia and Maryland 
to establish a light at the Cape. 
The first proposal was made in 
1730, Wheii Vlrgtoia requested 
Maryland to join her in the un- 




dertakmg. Maryland's share of 
the cost wavhamed at 150 pounds 
sterling, bt^ the Free State re- 
fused to co-operate. 

Proposals and counter-propos- 
als passed between the two states 
every few years until an agree- 
ment was reached in 1774, by 
which time Maryland's diare of 
the cost was fixed at 3,500 pounds 
lawful money of Maryland, equal 
to 3,372 pounds, 14 shllUngs and 
seven pence of lawful money in 
Virginia. A contract was let for 
the delivery of 6.000 tons of stone 
from Fredericksburg, but the Rev- 
olutionary War prevented further 
work until 1780. Virginia then 
ceded the land to the Federal 
Gtovernment, and the Ughthouse 
was completed two years later at 
a further cost of about $25,000. 
Deeply cut on one oT the face 
stones is the name of Norfolk's 
mayor for that year, T. Newton, 
Esquire. 

•< Types of Lights Used 
Among the items listed in the 
Government's contract was $700 
for an "iron lanthorne." This 
light, however, soon was replaced 
by a new French tovention, the 
Argana lamp. Tliis agato was re- 
placed to 1887 by a lamp liavtog

We recall also that Governor Pol.

We hav fr B t oo tt 'to historic St. J<dm's Church and listened to 
the impassioned pleaoK Patrick Henry, we Iwve sat with Jeffer- 
son to the sti^ <tf MonUcello and drafted prineiiiles of practical 
democracy, ana we have stoQd on the shore and ^ mtched the lit- 
tle boats cut thmugh the ice oTsilw Delaware, folloi tog Washtogton 
on his way to^Fuiuielphia. Tm>, we have climliec tl^ heights of 
Quebec with Wolfe to watch the British kiose tie hcdd of the 
French to the New World. 

Many of these historic spots are famous throng li chance rather 
than design. And yet. whatever the reason, they sU nd out to world 
history as sign-posts along the road of human adv incement. bear- 
tog the legend: "Tnaa softly here, for this is hallowed ground." 

So do we visualize that stretch of sand bounded by the watery 
of O^e Chesapeake and the Atlantic Just north of Vlrgtaia Beach. 
Thia lonely, but lovely spot, has been one of the most important 
locales to the history of civil Uberty, and it haa been one of the 
most neglected. Nearby Jamestown, WilUamsbwg and Yorktown 
belatedly are recelvtog the homage due ttiese historic setttogs, yet 
Cape Henry, which, to a sense, made these niliaequently possible, 
Ues overlooked and disregarded, until most rqbent years a forgot- 
ten shrine of history. 

Days, months ot years as such mean lllitle to the march of 
ttane. History is concerned only with events land haiq)entogs. and 
greater events have transpired to one day to msignlf leant territory 
than have been recorded to centuries to other nune prominent loca- 
tions. Thus, it matters Uttle that Gape Henry cUd not becmne the 
permanent settlemmt irf the Londoo Comi»ny;\what makes this 
bit. of sand so ImpOTttmt was that here, on AJrll 28, 1607, was be- 
gun the civil government of what, later was to deiwlop toto these 
United States of America^^-'-^e ordered developmentXof that civil 
government has lieen challenged time and time again, often, in 
deed, it has seemed uptmj the^otot of failure, but there has been 
no totemiption to its grdwth during the past 330 years. 

With the breaking of the seal on the royal box and the read 
tog of the charter. Virginia was bom. The ill-fated attempt at the 
colonization of RoancAie Island some years before had come to 
naught, and. though the chances of survival of this band of colon- 
ists were weakened by the unfortunate choice of Jamestown Island 
as the permanent place of settlement, it was to survwe and to 
blossom forth as. the greatest of the British colonies in the New

World, 
future. 

Through the untiring efforts of the Tidewater Assembly of Vir- 
gtoia Women, Cape Henry slowly is comtog toto its oam as an his- 
toric shrine of firsblmportance. Discouragement and dlstoterest dog- 
ged the course of tne Assembly's plaii for recognltfon for several 
years, but the group nnew no defeat nor reckoned^iuch possible, go- 

g on, overeomtog sec mingly Insurmountable tnmers to achieve the 
'btqective of having this area tocluded to the^lonial National Mot][- 
ument. Now, the signs of victory are>evldent, the fight seems to 

ave iieen won, 

When the final traj^sfer-oT property is effected and Cape Henry 
iumes its rightful nfface In the Colonial Natimal Monument, visi- 
t{H^ to Eastern Virginia will have withto the confines of one na- 
tional park the most important territory. so^Ung from the point 
of histdry. in the entire United States, mn. at Cape Henry, was 
the begtonlng of our civil government: at Jamestown that govern- 
ment was made effective: at Williamsburg it was envisaged as an 
ideal democratic state, and at Yorktown that state became a real- 
ity. One hundred and seventy-four years elapsed between the plant- 
tog of the cross at Cape Henry and the surrender of\Lord Com- 
wallis at Yorktown. These years represented the period of early 
youth of the evolvtog natlcm, and, in many ways, -it was the most 
critical time in the long battle for civil Uberties, but. once com- 
pleted. It gave to the world the ftoest example of renvespntative 
government which the world had ever Icnown. v. \ 

As a consequence of this victory, however belated may be the 
fruits of recognition, this year's Pilfi;rimage assumes a greater im- 
portance than any held In the past. If all is well and present 
plans materialize, next year's annual exereises wik be held on Fed- 
eral property, in a park which belongs, as it should belong, to the 
nation at large. With its Inclusion In the Colonial area. Cape Henry 
will l)ecome a mecca for thousands of tourists, its history and its 
place in history will becrane common knowledge and one of the 
greatest injustices to the story of the developtog America will have 
been removed. 

Writing of the significance of Cape Hehry, the Rev. W. H. T. 
Squires expresses these thoughts: 

'With the breaking of the royal seal and the appointment of 
the royal council and the laws ordained by the charter and the rules 
of the London Computy at Cape Henry on April 26, Virginia was 
born. I have always contended that the coltmy was not bom at 
Jameitown, May 13, but at Cape Henry. That la the correct time, 
place and ciroumstance. . . . There the charter became the vital 
Instrament of the new nation's Ufe. 

"I suppose no man to the world could have gauged the signifi- 
cance of that event. April 26 maAed the birtti not only of this 
colony, but of the United States of America. America has grown 
consistently, logically and chronologically frmn the charter to the 
London Company and the royal appototment of the Virgtoia Coun- 
cil. That was the begtonlng of civil government for this Anglo- 
Saxon nation. 

"But that is not all. It was the origto of the British Colon- 
ial Empire, which from Virgtoia has grown until it belts the wwld 
with Ught. It has carried British justice, luiguage, culture, relig- 
ion, educati(Hi, trade, finance and commerce to every cmner of the 
world. 

"Even that Is not aU. It follows that It was the origto of Brit- 
ish naval power and the origin of Great Brttato as a world empire. 
Before Cape Henry and the chato of events that foUowed April 26, 
1607, Spain was the mistress of the seas, the arbiter of Europe, al- 
most the sole owner of America. For 400 years the Anglo-Saxon 
has gradually, but effectively supplanted the power of Spato. It 
was Sir Walter Raleigh's one supreme idea, and for hia matchless 
statescraft he feU at last a martyr to his own bold htea. Raleigh 
feU, but his raul stUl marohes oa. 

Measured by uty standard, April 26, 1607 la one ot Uie crit- 
ical days to human histotr- On that <toy, and at Ouie Henry, Uie 
I world turned to a finer. Uuger. grander era. Even atl«r f ou' cai- 
turiM the immense signiftcMice ot the date haa not been real- 
liaed." 
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MORE ABUNDANT UFE 



It is easy to think of more ex- 
cittog things than a chemist mak- 
tog a speech on totemational 
|tra(|e. But when you stop to 
think how chemistry is remaking 
the world's future these days, and 
how the decltoe of totemational 
trade has us staggering around an 
the edge of the Dark Ages, you 
can see that such a talk might 
be worth listening to. 

So it Is worthwhUe to have a 
look at remarks made recently by 
William J. Hale, research CMisult- 
ant of Washtogton. D. C, before 
a chemists' conference at Maccm, 
GeOTgla. 

Chemistry, says Dr. Hale, is go- 
ing to reduce world trade perma- 
nently, because it is teachtog moi 
how to substitute home-made cmn- 
modities for the thtogs they once 
had to buy abroad. When men 
start pulUng nitrates out of the 
empty air, for instance, it Is ob- 
vious that the old South Ameri- 
can nitrate trade is never going 
to be the same agato:, and the 
atmospheric nitrogen fixation 
process is only a sample of the 
tricks of modem chemistry. 

Do we, then, face a steady de- 
cUne in world prosperity due to 
this decline In the interchange 
of goods? Not at aU. says Dr. 
Hale: for chemistry has found so 
many ways to use the things 
which men produce out of the 
ground and the air and the water 
that the race will never be able 
to raise more things than Indus 
try is able to use. 

For agriculture, as the chemist 
sees it. is not merely the process 
of raising foods for people to eat. 
It is becoming, or about to be- 
come, the production of raw ma- 
terials for todustry, as well. In- 
dustry's appetite, unlike that of 
a hungry man. Is practically in- 
satiable: in the end, it is lim- 
ited only by the race's ability to 
use manufactured luxuries and 
necessities. 

Now, what Dr. Hale is sketch- 
tog out for us Is nothtog less 
than the picture of an area ' in 
which any kind of restriction on 
production wiU be looked upon as 
sheer insanity. Because man- 
kind's wants are toflnite. todus- 
try 's markets are inftolte also; 
and with such markets industry 
can never have an over-supply of 
raw materials. 

You don't need to think very 
long to understand that a world 
organized <m that basis would 
slough off most of the problems 
that are tormenting it today. 
Unemployment, poverty, want— 
they would simply disappear. In- 
stead of dictatorships calUng on 
their people to get almg on less 
and less, we would have govern- 
ments using every effort to in- 
crease productimi in every Itoe. 

It sounds Uke a fairy tale. But 
the point Is that it is a fairy 
tale which is practically begging 
us to make it come true. The 
stage is aU set. We are on the 
threshold of this miraculous new 
age, and all we need to do is 
step toto it. 

How l(mg will it be, do you 
suppose, before we get Intelligent 
enough to take that step?— Ports- 
mouth Star.

GETTING IN THE GAME 

An article by William AUen 
White, in deaUng with the farm- 
er's reaction to sit-down strikes, 
may explain the concxm of a 
goodly number of cqapesun* 
over the hands-off attluidgltf^he 
Administrcticn! in me matter. 
Mr. White says that to hia part 
of Kansas, where three out of 
four farmers voted for Roosevelt, 
four out of five of them are 
"growling about the strikes." 

That seems to be Just one ot 
the reasons why the fanner is 
showing signs of restlessness. Mi 
Whtie says he Is further dis- 
gruntled by fear that labor is now 
the Administratitm's fair-haUed 
child. As a result of higher 
wages, the farmer is called upon 
to pay more for his machtoery 
and as a consumer generally. 
That rise," says Mr. White, "Is 
evident everywhere. Strikes and 
high wages that follow strikes 
make for rural unrest. Ifs a 
mess. It does not make aense. 
But there it is." What the 
farmer notes Is that li^r la "get- 
ting its" with the tacit nipport 
of the White House and he is be- 
ginning to fear that he wlU come 
out at the UtUe end Ot thethiNrn. 

He is not yet to revolt. Re 
nourishes hotm that the Presi- 
dent "with his amlabte omnisci- 
ence and the sweet onmipotence 
of his charmtog distorlal powers 
—will conjure the Utopian rabUt 
out of his hat." But he has his 
doubts and "is not going to be 
put off witti pmwr d<dls while la- 
bor gets the cimdy." The Her- 
shey demonstration is taken by 
Mr. White to mean that the far- 
mer "Is going to be to Uie game," 
and WiU have to be reckcmed wiUi.

It is at once surprising and yet 
to be expected that Josephine 
Johnstm should turn the fine 
idealism which she displayed in 
"Now in November," and "Winter 
Orchard," to the uses of propa- 
ganda for social Justice. In ^he^ 
earlier bookjs, her urge for ref^^ 
is submerged under the more im- 
mediate necessity of describing 
the poignant beauty of her se- 
cluded world. In "Jordanstown" 
her appreciation of terrestrial 
loveliness is relegated to the back- 
ground by a desire to alleviate the 
suffering which she has witnessed 
in the small towns of this ma- 
chine age. She is in accord with 
her chief chu-acter and mouth- 
piece, Allan C^ig, who says: 

"I tell you, I believe still in 
the decency of men and in their 
courage, I believe that suffering 
is a perversion, and not a neces- 
sity. I beUeve that no man walks 
utterly alme, and that no man 
should have power willfully to 
give or refuse the heritage of life 
to another. I believe that this 
Is the only sanity, and not a chi- 
mora of the mind, or the clown- 
Juggling of a dream. I believe 
that there are enough of all 
things for every man. . . ." 

The substance of this book is 
not unlike that of many books 
of its class. A young and sensi- 
tive man, bom to wealth but re- 
duced to poverty by the stock 
crash, is induced out of his sym- 
pathy for his fellowmen to cast 
his 1<A with the underprivileged. 
He and his fanatic friend, the 
street comer orator. Dave Woolf, 
run the local newspaper and 
make of it a battle sheet and a 
thorn in the side of the respec- 
table and wealthy citizens of Jor- 
danstown. It Is a losing fight 
which they wage with whatever 
funds of Inspiration and forti- 
tude they have at their command. 
They are defeated, naturally, and 
the labor hall which they built 
out of sweat and blood Is torn 
down, leaving no visible evidence 
of their brave plan. Dave Woolf 
dies, and Allan is left with <mly 
the courage of his convictions and 
hU unalterable and quixotic ideal- 
ism. 

If the substance of this book 
Is like that of many other books, 
which it undoubtedly is. what is 
distinctive about "Joidanstown?" 
The a#3wer Ues in the peculiar 
artistic gift which Miss Jt^nson 
has of hnbulng whatever material 
she touches with a sort of eUta 
beauty, a light that never was. 
until even a sordid city dump 
takes (m a certain cmitigual charm 
from bebig associated with so 
•hythmlc a prose. The fact that 
Miss Johnson is a poet writing 
prose is not to be concealed by 
any choice of subject matter at 
all, whether she writes of rustic 
mountain orchards (A- dncribes 
the batUing of poor beggars for 
Mts of spoUed goods thrown from 
a grocer's truiA.

One can 
hardly help feelhig that she has 
turned the fine edge of her lyric 
gift to a use which cannot but 
dull that gift and leave it a mock- 
ery of itself.

Vacation Typhoid 

"One of the unfortunate para- 
doxes connected with medical 
progress is the reluctance on the 
part of'the average individual to 
avail himself of its benefits. This 
is particularly true in the pre- 
ventive field. The old-fashioned 
notion still exists that one's in- 
terest in health should only de- 
velop when illnes^ arrives. There 
is no better exartiple of this type 
of psychology ti^an the indiffer- 
ence on the part of the general 
public to anti-typhoid measures." 
st^es Dr. I. C. Riggin, state 
health commissimier. 

"While a Justifiable sense of 
security against the probability of 
acquiring this disease exists on 
the part of city dwellers where 
the water and milk supplies are 
protected adequately, similar safe- 
guards do not always exist in ru- 
ral di^ricts. And, thanks to the 
automobile, lioth city and coun- 
try dwellers are likely to become 
exposed to the typhoid fever germ 
when remote regions are invaded 
or when they drink fnun a well 
or spring, the safety of which has 
not been established. 

"At this time of year, and for 
the next five months, the typhoid 
fever incidence will show a rise. 
This rate increase, in large meas- 




ure, will be attributed to the care- 
less auttnnobile driver or excur- 
sitHiist who pufs thirst before sci- 
ence, and thus drinks fr«n creeks 
or other contaminated sources. 
Indeed, this seasonal rise is so 
marked throughout the entire 
States, as to have it dignified 
the term vacation typhoid. 

"Durhig the World War the 
American forces, both in America 
and Prance, were impi'esslvely 
free from typhoid. Anti-typhoid 
immunization >was the reason. 
Unfortunately, however, despite 
that outstanding demonstration 
of its efficacy, the general pub- 
lic still is slow to adopt this pain- 
less preventive measure. 

"If one contemplates a trip to 
a foreign country, or a less am- 
bitious vacation by automobile to 
remote sections, typhoid Immuni- 
Izatlcm is definitely indicated. The 
wise person will place himself on 
the 'preferred list' in this ccmnec- 
tion. 

"However, if for no good rea- 
son, one fails to acquire the im- 
munity thus offered by science, 
caution should be exercised in 
drinking water from doubtful 
r.-.tr?cs. .If such wtitc" is usedT 
i' ohoild Ije builvd 20 minutes, 
or in lieu thereof, a drop of tinc- 
ture of iodine should be added to 
each quart of water."

Cooperation Part 
Of Farm Busii^ss 

Co-operating in purchasing 
farm supplies, providing farm 
services or selling farm products 
is Just as much a part of the 
farmer's business as is cultivating 
his land an dharvestlng and mar- 
keting his crops, according to a 
statement by Dr. P. B. Bomber- 
ger, president of the Baltimore 
Bank of Co-operatives. 

'.'It is difficult to understand," 
said Dr. Bomberger, "why so 
many farmers fail to grasp the 
truth of that simple fact. In old 
days a farmer Joined with his 
neighbors, or co-operated, in 
"raising" barns or in threshing 
crops. Farmers easily recognized 
the advantage of such co-opera- 
tion. But when it comes to sell- 
ing livestock, buying fertilizer or 
purchasing credit, many farmers 
fail to see that the co-operative 
principle will work for them Just 
as effectively and profitably as it 
did in those earlier and simpler 
apentlfxa. 

"The success of thousands of 
co-operatives in this country and 
abroad has removed all doubt as 
to the soundness of co-operative 
principles," he declared. "What 
more farmers need to do is to ap- 
ply those principles to more of the 
everyday operations of the farm. 
When they do, co-operation will 
become Just another farm imple- 
ment, like the tractor, the mower 
or the hay rake. It will be recog- 
nized as the most effective and 
productive piece of machinery on 
the farm."

concentric wicks, each wick f^ 
with oil by a separate clock- 
driven pump. Whale oil was used 
for lighting purposes. 

In April, 1861, the lamps were 
removed by the United States 
Government and a military guard 
placed in charge of the struc- 
ture. A lightship was moored be- 
tween the capes. Tl^n, in 1863, 
the lamps were replaced and re- 
mained in operation until 1881, 
when the structure y^s aban- 
doned. ^ --^ ^ 

The late Capt. John W. Drew 
was assistant keeper during 1852- 
'53. In June, 1934, he visited the 
structure and climbed to the top 
for the' first time in 71 years 
since his employment there. In 
his day, the whale oil was kept 
in copper tanks which occupied 
the recesses Just inside the door. 
In his day, also, the top of the 
hill was only three feet below the 
door. Wind has blown away the

Virginia Beach, accustmned to being scorched by professional 
reformers as the modem Sodom and Gomorrah, assumed a new role 
tn State history this week when word was flashed that its first bat- 
tle fought in opposition to the tyrannies of the ABC Board had been 
completely succes^ul. Henceforth, certainly for an indefinite period 
of time, beer and wine may be sold locally <hi Sundays without fear 
that the licenses of the stores, clubs and restaurants dispensing the 
Stuff win be in danger of revocation. 

Much as we disliked the thought that the beer ban would cut 
deeply into legitimate mercantile profits and bring beck into the 
local picture the troublesome bootlegger, we were concerned in the 
now happily ended controversy with what we have consistently main- 
tained was an illegal assumptirai of power by the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board. It is, according to our interpretation of the Virginia 
Constitution, stretching a point to grant the board the right to re- 
gulate the sale of liquor or beer without specific authorization for 
each change in regulation from the Legislature itself; it is going 
beyond all question of doubt for that agency to run counter to the 
expressed wishes of the Legislature and of the majority opinion in 
a given community. 

If any ccmimunity in this state or the majority of ccHnmunities 
within its borders wish to prohibit the sale of beer and wines on Sun- 
day or during the entire week, we have no complaint to make. Liquor 
and beer, and the sale of such, should be made strictly a matter of 
local option, ev^ to the hours that such sale should be permitted, 
and no State agency should be allowed to interfere with this aspect 
of the liquor traffic. Weuadmit the need of a central purchasing and 
pricing unit, the pr(»»r peUcji^ of the c(Hnmunity to insure strict 
adherence to the rules and practice of the law and such similar 
routine conslderationsr^t beymd this point we cannot go. 

It has been our ex^ience, iAfter watching carefully the opera- 
tion of the ABC Act since its inauguration, tliat there is little need 
for either experiment or change in the present set-up. or such set-up 
as existed prior to the latest regulation imposed by the board.

To sum up. the "discretionary 
bill" passed by the House would 
have put neutrality entirely 
tip to the President, which is ex- 
actly tlie condition which existed 
prior to Uie World War. 

And If there's any lesson to be 
learned from the experience of 
President Wilson, it is the lesson 
that once wa^ breaks out, jno 
President can possibly resist the 
pressure, against him to permit 
Igans, to permit war trade, to 
tolerate the economically un- 
neutral acts which. In the modem 
world, are the grist in the mUls 
of the war gods. 

The time to fix the terms of 
our neutrality is before war 
breaks out. 

When the Senate and House of 
Representatives pass different 
bills aa the same question, the 
rules of Congress provide that 
both bUls be sent to a conference 
comnruttee, composed of members 
of both houses. It Is the duty of 
that cwiference to evolve a com- 
promise bill whcih It believes ac- 
ceptable to both hou^s— and then 
present it for repasMge.

More than 3,000.000 trees have 
been planted this year to con- 
trol erosion in dem(»istration 
areas and CCC camp areas as- 
signed to the Soil Conservation 
Service in Virginia. 

The plantings £ave been made 
on steep, badly eroded and 
abandoned farm lands of co- 
operatore within these areas, ac- 
cording to H. Y. Forsythe. forester 
of the service at CharlottesviUe. 

The most extensive iriantims 
have been made in t^e Bannister 
River area. in Plttslyvania Coun- 
ty and the Ivy Creek area in Albe- 
marle County, wlwre amynHD- 
mately 800,000 tree seedlings, 
principally loUcrily pine and Itlack 
locust have been planted. 

The comiriete program this y«u: 
included tte irianting <A 1,500,900 
lobloDy pine; 1.000.000 Mack lo- 
cu^, and smaller numbers of 
iriack walnut, yellow poirfar. cat- 
alpa, oak, red cedar and hickmry.
